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GEN.BOULANGER’S BANQUET 


A GREAT POLITICAL DEMON- 
STRATION IN PARIS. 
THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE SHOUTING FOR 
BOULANGER GATHER AROUND THE 

CAFE RICHE. 


Paris, April 27.—Gen. Boulanger gave 
is political banquet at the Café Riche this even- 
ing. There was a crowd of about 1,000 persons 
Dutside the café at6 P. M. Gen. Boulanger and 
Count Dillon arrived at 7 o’clock. The 
crowd swelled to an enormous size, entirely 
stopping traffic, and there were frequent shouts 
of “Vive Boulanger!” and “Abas Ferry!” At 
11 P. M. there were about 4,000 persons outside 
the café. Gen. Boulanger, responding to M. 
Naquet’s ardent toast to his health, said he de- 
sired to utter a mostemphatic protest against 
the charge that he aspired to a dictatorship. 
Moreover, if the question were raised ia 
the Chamber he would vote to abolish the 
Presidency. M. Clovis-Hugues, who was the 
next speaker, declared himself completely won 
Over tothe General’s views. The police were 
severely taxed to keep the people moving, but 
there was no turbulence. At M. Laguerre's 
Tequest the windows were kept closed to pre- 


vent the crowd from getting a glimpse of Gen. 

Boulanger and induce them to disperse quietly. 

Gen. Buulanger left the café at midnight, 

and was cheered by the crowd outside, 

Tue police were compelled to charge upon the 

crowd in order to clear a way for the General’s 

catriage. M. Dérouléde and Deputy Ssusini were 
arrested tor crying “A bas Ferry!” but they 
were soon livderated. 

Tbe Boulangist demonstration at Nancy was 
renewed to-night. The peeple refused to dis- 
perse, and were charged upon by mounted 
gendarmes. Finally the attention of the crowd 
was diverted by a large fire and they moved 
off with shouts of “ Vive Boulanger!” 

Gen. Buulauger has announed that he will 
Visit the Department of the Nord on May 15. 

M. Louit, editor of the Bordeanx Journal, has 
founded a plebiscitary league which will sup- 
port Gen. Boulanger. 

Notice has been given in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties of the proposed introduction of a resolu- 
tion, signed by 112 members, representing the 
nevessity of amending the present system of in- 
ternational law, and expressing a particular 
wish for an understanding between France and 
the United States, with a view to obtaining the 
definite acceptance of the principle of arbitra- 
tion among civilized nations.

THE POPE’S IRISH DECREE. 

IT WILL NOT BE OBEYED BY THE 
NATIONALISTS—MR. DILLON SPEAKS. 
Lonpon, April 27.—The statement that 

the Pope has issued a decree condemning the 

plan of campaign in Ireland is contirmed. The 

Pope says he does so because he is convinced 

that the plan of campaign is illegal. He says he 

isalso convinced that the land courts willreduce 

‘ll unfair rente. Another circumstance that in- 

fluenced him, he says, is the fact that funds are 

extorted from contributors to the plan. The 

Pope condemns boycotting as a practice con- 

trary to justice and charity. He makes no men- 

tien of the National League. The Dub- 
lin Freeman's Journal urges the people to 


exercise calmness and patience, and to receive 
the Papal decree with profound respect and 
loyalty to Rome. It declares that boycotting is 
rare. The Nationalist members of Parliament 
are somewhat agitated over the decree, and are 
eagerly conferring as to what steps are neces- 
sary in view of its appearance. 

The Nationalists have determined to continue 
the plun of campaigu in spite of the Papal de- 
eree. It 1s asserted thatthe movement will not 
suffer much from the necessary defection of the 
priests, Who will undoubtedly continue to sym- 
Pathize with the.people, and that the vacancies 
can easily be filled with laymen. The matter 
has caused an extremely bitter feeling among 
the Nationalists, who indignantly resent the 
Government's intrigues with the Vatican. Con- 
servatives and Orangemen fear that in return 
for the Pope’s action the Government will make 
concessions in connection with the educational 
question, which concessions they are prepared 
atrenuously to oppose. 

‘Mr. Dillon, in a speech at Herbertstown this 
evening, poiuted out the justice of the plan of 
campaizno, the results of which, he said, fully 
justified the wisdom of the League in recom- 
mending it. The whole ground for the Na- 
tionalist policy was the fact that an 
Trish tenant could not make a contract 
with his landlord; that freedom of contract did 
not exist. He denied emphatically that the 
plan of campaign funds were obtained by foree 
aud intimidation. He had never found a single 
case of either force or intimidation. He had 
never seen money more freely given. He did not 
doubt that some cases of hardship and sacritice 
existed, but hundreds and thousands of families 
had been kept in their homes. He did not think 
much of a man who was not prepared to make 
‘some sacrifice fur a good and holy cause—a 
cause which would triumph in the end in spite 
of all that its eneinies wight say or do, 

In the Parliamentary election in the Mid Len- 
arkshire Division to-day Puaillips (Gladstonian) 
received 3,847 votes, Bonstield (Couservative) 
2,917.and Hardie (Labor) 617. At the last 
election the Home Rule candidate received 
3,779 and the Liberal- Unionist 2,909. 

The Gatling Gun Company, witb a capital of 
£800,000 subscribed in London, lias been formed 
with the object of transacting the business of 
the gun trustin the Eastern Hewisphere. Earl 
De Gray has been elected Chairman of the com- 
pany.

The affair 
brought OD a nervous illness, and she nearly 
died from the effects of anuverdose of narcotics, 
which she had taken to relieve neuralgia. 
She bought the revolver with which she 
shet herself three days before committing the 
deed. Mrs. Crosmond was thedaughter of Mme. 
Rachel. She was much respected in the pro- 
fession, but had been unfortunate, and was in 
straitened circumstances. She narmed a wealthy 
zity merchant, who died soon after the marriage.

A SENSATIONAL STORY. 


FRANCE AND ITALY SAID TO BE IN 
TROUBLE—THE POPE'S IRISH DECREE.

Lonpon, April 27.—I hasten to put on the 
wire a sensational statement made to me to- 
night by one of the best informed menin Lon- 
don, without in the least vouching for more 
than that he has extraordinary facilities for 
knowing what is going on underneath the 
surface of diplomacy. He believes that there is 
going to be aspeedy and sudden smash-up be- 
tween Italy and France at a time when every- 
body least expects suchathing. What grounds 
there are for this I am unable te learn, but Sir 
Charles Dilke is to have an article on Italy’s 
secret policy in a forthcoming review, which 
will probably explain the matter. Nothing may 
come of this, but the warning is of sufficient 
weight to be published and remembered. 

The confirmation of the report that the Pope 
has issued a decree concerning the plan of cam- 
paign and boycotting does not create as much 
interest among the Irish members as might have 
been expected. The pian of campaign has never 
been approved by Mr. Parnell and has failen 
into practical desuetude since the passage of the 
leaseholders act of last session. The decree 
comes too late to affect it, for its work, such as 
it was, isdone. As for boycotting, it isin oper- 
ation only in sections where it jumps with local 
desires and these are too strong to be altered or 
modified by adozen Papal bulls. The thing of 
cuurse is felt to be a grievous mistake on the 
part of Rome, but there will be no bad feeling or 
mutinous talk. 

In the new number of the usually correct 
Orientalische Bibliographie, Rider Haggard’s 
“King Solomon's Mines’ is entered under the 
head of Old Testament literature. 

The Atheneum has a long review of Sprague’s 
and Kircnhoff’s books on Volapiik, which con- 
cludes by saying, ‘“Whether or not Volapiik is 
destinec to come into general use it certainly 
deserves attention on account of the wonderful 
ingenuity displayed in’ its construction.”

PROGRESS OF THE DEBATE 
ON THE TARIFF BILL. 
ATHIN ATTENDANCE OF MEMBERS—THE 
CHIEF-JUSTICESHIP — GEN. BLACK 

WORKING FOR HIMSELF. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—The attendance 
in the House to-day, particularly during the 
afternoon, was small, and the members who 
spoke on the Tariff bill realized that their pow- 
er to draw was slight as compared with that of 
the horse races at Ivy City. Mr. Brewer of 
Michigan, who opened with a speech from the 
protection point of view and a little in advance 
of the Michigan ideas on the subject, 
had scarcely more than an array of 
chairs before him. Mr. Melbourne H. Ford of 
the same State, but from the Grand Rapids dis- 
trict, made his first set speech, and, although 
a young man as well as 8 new member, he spoke 
with great confidence and freedom, showing 
doth preparation andconviction. He took hold 
of the copper and iron companies of his State 
with a strong grip, and to illustrate the spirit of 
greed with which the mining corporations in- 
sist upon a continued high tariff gave 
some of the percentages of profits dis- 
tributed in dividends by companies that 
have existed for years. An iron company 
that has been in existence for 20 years, begin- 
ning with $300,000 capital, had in that time paid 
about $5,000,000 in dividends, and now has a 
plant worth more than $1,500,000. It struck 
Mr. Ford as unreasonable that these corpora- 
tions should join the ery about competing with 
the pauper labor of Europe in_ the 
face of such a showing as he had pre- 
sented. Mr. Ford comes from a large 


manufacturing district, one containing the 
largest number of furniture manufactories mh the 
country, perhaps. But these manufacturers 
have joined in a request to Congress for a re- 
duction of the tax on every article emptoyed by 
them in the production of their wares. The dis- 
trict has given majorities for Republican Presi- 
dential candidates, but has never before had a 
Democratic Representative in Congress. Mr. 
Ford will probably take a renomination, ana it 
will be interesting to see how the business in- 
terests regard his utterances when he comes be- 
fore the people for re-election. 


At this particularly duil period of the Congress- 
ional session each dull day may be depended 
upon to bring forth a new and startling report 


concerning the President’s purposes‘in refer 
ence to the Chief-Justiceship of the Supreme 
Court. In this way everybody who desires to 
have a good word to say in public about a man 
who is liked, or concerning some one who is not 
liked but who might be named to suit some 
ulterior scheme, finds his paragraphin papers 
here apd there. It can be sai that all 
the reports about Phelps, Bayard, Endicott, 
Collins, Cooper, and others, are without the 
least foundation. There is not the least doubt 
that Minister Phelps will use his return ticket 
tu England, and that he will be on his way back 
to his post at the end of the leave of absence 
for which he asked. The President has given 
@ great deal of attention fo the task of finding 
& proper person for the place, but he 
has not made the progress in the matter 
that he had hoped to make. It can be 
enon d stated to-night{that he does not yet 

now who he will appoint. He has to consider 
titness,. age, and ‘locality, and what is not 
least important, bearing in mind the captious 
disposition of the Senate, the probability of con- 
firmation. The Senate will take advantage of 
the most trifling excuse to ‘delay or to re- 
ject a nominaton, for reasons which in its star- 
chamber sessions, it will consider sufficient or 
not, but which it will offer to obstruct the Ad- 
ministration, There is little likelihood of a pro- 
motion of any of the present Justices. Ifany of 
the Associate Justices was promoted it would 
be Justice Field, and his advanced age suggests 
the advisability of naming a younger man. 


Col. W. P. ‘Lomlingon of the Topeka (Kan.) 
Democrat, who has been fulminating a great 
deal of political ronsenss about Hill for Presi- 


dent and astonishing the Kansas Democrats by 
carrying Hill’s name as & candidate at the head 
of his first editorial column, came out for Cleve- 
land on Monday last with a bang. In place 
of the Hill nomination he has ‘our 
ticket” over a large portrait of Cleve- 
land, and below the names of Grover 
Cleveland for President and Jotn C. Black for 
Vice-Presiaent. An editorial articie with double 
leads carries an impression that the county is 
for Cleveland. ‘To this expressed will,’’ Col. 
Tomlinson says, ** we bow,” and he abandons 
‘‘captious or,needless opposition,” and desires 
to see the nomination made in the happiest and 
most majestic manner possible. He dates his 
editorial article from Albany, and it is followed 
by several brief paragraphs of un enthusiastic 
character. One of these says: 


“Set it down that the popular and sagacious 
young Governor of the Empire State, David Bennett 
Hill, will lead the New-York delegation to the St 
Louis Conventiou.” 

Another says: 

‘We always keep our word. We said we would 
be honest with the Kansas Democracy. Gov. Hill 
will not be a candidate for the Presidency before the 
St. Louis Convention.” 

The paper congratulates itself upon the good 
job Col. Tomlinson has performed forits friends, 
‘Hill, Dana, and company,” and upon the new 
relations it has established with the Administra- 
tion.

FAILURES IN AMSTERDAM. 
TWO FIRMS IN THE ENIT GOODS TRADE 
MAKE AN ASSIGNMENT. 

Troy, N. Y., April 27.—The Globe Knit- 
ting Company in Amsterdam, of which John Con- 
salus and F, A. Fales of thia city are the princi- 
pal owners, and Edward McDonough, mill owner 
of Amsterdam, have assigned, the latter to 
Henry O’Brien. The assiguments are the result 
of tne failure of Clarke, Radcliffe & Co. of New- 
York, the knit goods brokers. The knitting 
mills at Cohoes have not suftered from the failure 
of Clarke, Radcliffe & Co. No goods hadever been 
consigned by any of the Cohoes mills to the 
firm. The Wynantskill Knitting Company of 


this city are creditors of Clarke, Radeliffe & Co. 
to the extent of $20,000. All the knit goods 
mill owners deny the statement made in the 
New-York papers that Clarke, Radcliffe & Co. 
had made them large advances. They say that, 
on the contrary they have carried large amounts 
of the tirm’s paper. The Wynantskill Company 
now has $15,000 of the paper, and about a 
month ago Clarke, Radcliffe & Co. asked the 
company for an exteusion of credit to the 
amount of $5,000. The request was not granted. 
Yesterday the news hadagloomy effect upon 
the bustling city of Amsterdam. Early in the 
afternoon Sheriff Snell of Montgomery County 
went to Amsterdam and levied on goods con- 
signed to Clarke, Radclitfe & Co. as follows: In 
Murphy Brothers’ storehouse 269 cases, and in 
Wendell & Becker’s storehouse 854 cases, worth 
from $160,000 to $200,000. 

During the morning Edward McDonough made 
an assignment to Henry O’Brien in order to pro- 
tect his creditors as far as possible. He hopes 
in ashort time tobeableto pay up everything. 
The Globe Knitting Company are also badly af- 
fected by Clarke, Radcliffe & Co.’s failure, the 
company having dealt uimost exclusively with 
the firm. Arm execution from the Chapin Na- 
tional Bank of Springfield, Mass.. against the 
Globe Mills of Amsterdam for $20,104 52 was 
placed in Sheriff Snell's hands yesterday. The 
knit goods business has been dull lately and the 
failure has had ap alarming effect.

WAR VESSELS TO BE LAUNCHED. 

PHILADELHIA, April 27.—The launch of 
the gunboat Yorktown andthe dynamite cruiser 
from Cramp’s shipyard to-morrow promises to 
be one of the most interesting events that has 
ever occurred along the shores of the Delaware. 
A large number of persons visited the ship yard 
to-day and watched the workmen as they put 


the finishing touches on the veasels. The ves- 
sels look very pretty as they stand in the 
“stocks.” Nearly all of the standards which 
held the scaffolding have been removed anda 
good view may now be hadof them. Beside 
the gunboat Yorktown stands the mammoth 
Baltimore, under construction. This vessel wili 
be used as an Adpiral’s flagship, and is three 
times the size of the Yorktown. Only afew 
special invitations have been sent out by the 
Messrs. Cramp, among which was one to Mayor 
Fitlerand his Cabinet, who are to receive the 
Washington party on the steamer Columbia. 
“The trouble is,” said Mr. William Cramp to- 
day, ‘the whole inatter is in the hands of Secre- 
tary of the Navy Whitney. When he was here 
last Monday he thought he would bring about 
50 persons with him. Now he writes me stating 
there will be about 350 people in his party. 
Tney will include United States Senators, Con- 
gressmen, and all of the newspaper correspond- 
euts in Washington.” 


HERE’S ANOTHER TRUST. 

BuFFALO, N. Y., April 27.—What was 
seemingly a very innocent gathering of grape- 
sugar men waa held at Cleveland this week. It 
was given out to the papers there that it was 
siiuply for the discussion of certain tariff mat- 
ters, but it is learned that the matter which was 
considered for two days was the formation of a 
trust. Every grape-sugar interest in the coun- 
try was represented, and a final meeting to com- 


plete the organization will be held in Chicago in 
a week or ten days. The present daily capacity 
of the grape-sugar factories of the country is 
56,000 bushels of corn per day and only 36,000 
bushels are now used. The demand for glucose 
is lessening, so it is said, and, therefore, if protits 
remain at old figures and all manufacturers be- 
come Creesuses prices must be forced up. 

The cane sugar trust has stiffened prices of that 
commodity and therefore competition from that 
source is notfelt so much nuw. So it was felt 
that the time wasripe for the formation ofa 
trust. For several years all but four grape 
sugar factories have run under an agreement. 
These four independent men are now brought 
into the new deal. The Hanilins of this city own 
one-third of the entire grape-sugar interest in 
this country. Included with the grape-sugar 
inen in the trust are the few manufacturers of 
corn syrups.

NEW MEN ARRIVING AND WORK TO BE 
RESUMED MONDAY. 


PiTTsBURG, April 27.—The strike at the 
Carnegie Works at Braddock is to-night in a 
more serious phase than at any other time since 
its inception. The Sheriff has 40 deputies and 
the company has a large number of private 
guards on the ground. Skilled workmen from & 
distance to take the place of the strikers are ar- 
Tiving. On Monday the works will be in opera- 
tion beyond a doubt. Excitement runs high in 
the transportation department for the first time 
since the men went out on strike. They all 
wentto work last Monday, but in the evening 


they struck to assist the Knights imtheir strug- 
gie. Last night 17 engineers and firemen came 
here to take the strikers’ places and start this 
department. The arrival of these men has 
spread consternation among the motor men. 

The impression has gone the rounds tbat the 
Tew engineers are brotherhood men, and it is 
said that they have been sent here by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, who are now taking a hand 
in the strike on account of the amount of money 
they are losing by the fact that no rails are 
being shipped from the Edgar Thomson Works. 
A brotherhood man declared that the engineers 
who were here were not brotherhood men, and 
that no member of that organization would be 
allowed to take the place of any of the strikers, 
and that if he did he woula be expelled 
trom the organization. The affair will be 
looked into at once by the members of the 
brotherhood who are in Braddock, and if it can 
be shown that the men who came lust night are 
members of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Envyineers, and that they have been sent here by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, as is alleged, then 
it is morethan probable the Edgar Thomson 
strike will assume greater proportions than has 
ever yet been known here. One of the new- 
comers, soa striker says, showed his card of 
membership in the brotherhood last night and 
made the boust that he belonged to that or- 
ganization.

HIS LIFE SNUFFED OUT. 


HE JUMPED FOR AN ELECTRIC LIGHT 
WIRE AND FELL DEAD. 

Frederick Witt, a German, 23 years old, 
who was bookkeeper in the tailor’s store of his 
uncle, L. Schlesinger, at 200 Bowory, was in- 
stantly killed last bight by a shock from a wire 
of the United States Illuminating Company. His 
duties ended at 10 P. M., and at that hour, 


bidding his uncle a cheery good night, he left 
the sture buoyantin spirits. Outsideis alump 
of the United States Company. As Witt went 
into the street Samuel Davis of 297 Brvuome- 
street, who was golnog up the Bowery. and 
Herman Conheim of 229 West Fifty-second- 
street, who was guing in the opposite direction, 
were near Schiesinger’s place. They saw Witt 
make a hop, spring, and a jump on closing 
the store door, and while he was in the 
air he made a cuff at the drop wire 
orthe lamp. He appeared to collapse instantly, 
Tell back flat on the sidewalk, shuddered, and 
lay still. A crowd collected, and Davis and 
Arnheim carried,him, one holding hislegs and the 
other his shoulders, to the hallway of the Cunard 
Lodging House, 4 Rivington-street, and sum- 
moned a policeman, who sent a hurried ambu- 
lauce call to Police Headquarters. A Gouver- 
neur Hospital ambulance surgeon responded, 
only tuo find Witt dead. On learning of the 
circumstances under which Witt was found the 
surgeon said that an electric shock had killed 
him. ‘The only indication that he hud died a 
violent death was the froth that oozed from his 
mouth, as his features were composed. His 
body was taken to the Mulberry-street station 
house, where it was claimed by Mr. Schlesinger. 

At the Brush Company’s plant in Elizabeth- 
street doubt was expressed in regard to the 
story that Witt touched@the wire when his feet 
were off the ground. That he touched 
the wire or the lamps at some _ point 
where the current ran is evident, as 
the index and second fingers and the 
thumbdof his right hand are blistered, and on 
one of the fingers is adeep imprint of a wire. 
Toeelectricians said that, had it been a wet 
night, or hac Witt’s shoea been wet, he might 
have received a severe shock, even though his 
feet were off the ground. They thought it prob- 
able that, as Witt was tall and the lamp low, 
that one foot or both feet were on the flags or 
the iromare a casing in front of the store, thus 
making a “‘ ground” for the current. 

Lamps differ very much. Some are so con- 
structed as to be perfectly insulated, others are 
so dangerous that to touch the tron work any- 
where would be as fatal as grasping a copper 
current wire. After the accident a man 
in the employ of the United States 
Company went €to Schlesinger’s store and 
hauled up the two lamps outside acouple of 
feet, and at midnight all the electric lights in 
the Bowery appeared to be higher than they 
usually are—within reach of the man of average 
stature.

A FATHER’S MURDEROUS SHOTS. 

O’FALLOoN, Mo., April 27.—A domestic 
tragedy that is horribie in all its features oc- 
curred at the house of Mrs. Ernest Kleeschulte 
at 7 o’clock this morning. Mrs. Kleeschulte has 
been married nine years, but two years agg a 
separation occurred and her husband has since 
lived in St. Louis. She lived with her two sons, 


aged 6 and 8 years,on the Beck farm, which 
borders the Mississippi River. This morning 
while she was preparing breakfast Kleeschulte 
entered the kitchen, revolver in hand, and after 
abusing her for a minute began shooting. The 
woman was killed instantly. The murderer 
then entered anoiber room, where his two sons 
were dressing, and pressing the revolver to the 
temple of the youngest, tired and killed him. 
The elder boy resisted and was beaten over the 
head with the weapon until he was supposed to 
ve dead. The fiendish father then walked to- 
ward the river, but before be reached the bank 
he sent the last bullet in the revolver through 
his own head and fell acorpse ou the roadside. 
When the neighbors discovered the bodies at the 
house it was tound that the eldest boy was alive. 
His skuli was fractured, but it 1s believed that 
he willlive. Hexsaid that his mother after be- 
ing shot the firat time bexged for her life, but 
the father only Jaugied at her and tired again. 
Kleeschuilte threatened vver a year ago to kill 
his wife. He alleged that she had ruimed his 
prospects in life and was bringing up his chil- 
dren to hate him.

Boston, Mass., April 27.—The Committee 
on Election Laws repurted to the Senate to-day 
a bill to provide for printing and distributing 
ballots at the public expense and to regulate 
the voteing at State and city elections. The bill 


is founded on the Australian system so-called. 
Under it, nominations may be made by parties 
or ou papers signed by noc less than 1,000 
voters. Certificates of nomination must 
be tiled with the Secretary of State 14 
days prior to an_ election. The form 
of the ballots and their contents are 
prescribed, the namesof all the candidates to 
be on one ballot, and the wish of the vuter to be 
indicated by crosses placed against the names of 
the candidates of his choice. The ballots are to 
be furnished at the public expense, and printed 
lists of all the candidates with political designa- 
tions are to be postedin cities and towns, and 
each Voting place is to be provided with shelves 
or compartments so arranged that voters may 
prepare their ballots secure from observation or 
supervision.

THE LEGACY FROM GRANT 


COUMMEMORATING THE HERO'S 
BIRTHDAY. 
CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW’S ORATION AT THE 
BANQUET LAST NIGHT RECEIVED 
WITH MARKED APPLAUSE, 


Gen. Grant’s comrades? in arms, his per 
sonal friends, and his host of admirers in the 
metropolis some time ago determined that it 
was meet that the day of his birth should ba 
commemorated, and decided that that good old 
Anglo-Saxon way—a banquet—was the best 
method. In accordance with this decision they 
met last night at Delmonico’s to pay tribute ta 
the memory of the man who savea the integrity 
of the Union. 

Chauncey M. Depew delivered an oration on 
the virtues and noble qualities of Grant, 
which was listened to with enthusiastic 
attention. Edwards Plerrepont, who served 
as Attorney-General during Grant's Ad- 
ministration; Gen. Sherman, Grant's 
comrade in arms, and others testified to his 
merit, but perhaps about no speaker hovered 
so much of interest as about Gen. Mahone, 
who, a prominent member of the Confederate 
Army, stood up last night and laid his tribute 
upon the shrine of Grant’s memory. The out 
come of last night’s gathering is the formation 


of a Grant's Birthday Association, which: is 
pledged each year to celebrate his memory. 

The dining room at Delmonico’s never looked 
handsomer than it did last night. Instead of the 
regulation long tables and raised dais there were 
nine round tables, each seating 14 or 15 guests, 
A touching tribute was paid to the memory of 
Roscoe Conkling at Gen. Sherman’s table. There 
was left a vacant place anda vacant chair. On 
the _ rested a card bearing simply ‘* Koscus 
Conkling.” Inthe centre of each table was an 
immense bank of choice flowers surrounded by 
smilax. The room was profusely decoraied, bul 
tne only flag displayed was the American. Be- 
hind Gen. Sherman was a three-qudrter-length 
oil painting of Grant, and in exch of the twa 
upper corners a large portrait of the distin: 
guisned warrior, bedecked with smilax and 
draped with the Stars and Stripes. 

The menu cards were both unique and hard, 
some. When opened they formed a@ tent, lined 
with orange silk. The back and front were com: 
posed of sheets of celluloid, and on the frat wag 
an exceedingly good portrait of Grant, followed 
by the following inscription: ‘*‘U. 8. Grant, 
born at Point Pleasant, Obio, Apri: 27, 182%. 
Graduated from West Point June 30, 
1843. Married to Miss Julla Dent Aug. 
22, 1848. Commissioned Hrigadier-General 
1ls61. Surrender of Fort Donelson, Feb. 16, 
1862. Battle of Corinth, May 30, 186%. Sur- 
reuder of Vicksburg, July 4, 1863. Battle of 
Chattanooga, Nov. 1863. Appointed Lieutenant 
General. March 1864. Surrenderof Lee, April 
9, 1865. Inaugurated President, March 4, 
1869. Died at Mount McGrecor, N. Y., Juiy 23, 
1885. ‘‘Let Us Have Peace.’” At the head of 
the second sheet was an olive branch, fulluwed 
by the menu;

Hil), Senator Hiscock, Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee, Admiral Gherardi, Gov. Beaver, Admiral 
Porter, J. C. Bancroft Davis, Gen. Whipple, 
Justice Stephen J. Field, Gen. James Long- 
street, Senator John Sherman, and A. J. Drexel. 

Gen. Sherman, who was the first speaker, suid: 
‘This meeting was called to emphasize our rec- 
ollections of the day, and we invited one of our 
most distinguished citizens to address us, and 
therefore I won’t trespass on his grounds, for [ 
have spoken of Grant repeatedly and have been 
with him. Toberefore I ought not to say 
anything. But there are two questions 
which occur to me—historic questivns. 
One is in regard to Grant's real nae. 
His grandfather, Noah Grant, was carried for- 
ward from Connecticut in the Western tide of 
civilization in 1849. His father, Jesse Grant, 
went to Point Pieasant, and here Grant was born 

ust 66 years ago. He was christened Hiram 

tysses Grant. While his father always called 
him Ulysses, his mother called him by his other 
name. Grant finally went to West Point, and 
when he reported to Adjt. Smith his name 
was entered as Ulysses S. Grant. He 
graduated as Ulysses S. Grant, and the conse- 
quence was that so his name remained duwn te 
the end of bie life. 

**Of the other event you will find that George 
Washington, when he died, was a Lieutenunt- 
General, and conseyuently there never have 
been in this country but two Generals—Grant 
aud Sherman. ([Cheers.}] As to Grant as a man, 
as a General, wecan add nothing or subtract 
nothing from his fame. His battles were won 
by his own good sword. There is Dut one toast 
to-night—‘ The day we celevrate’—ana I call 
upon Chauncey M. Depew to respouc to that 
toast.” [Appiause. } 

When the applause permitted Mr. 
began: 


**GENTLMEN: I do not propose, as has beer 
announced, to deliver a formal oration upod 
Gen. Grant, but, as one of many who ere 
to speak here to-night, to speak tha 
judgment of a busy man of affairs 
upon his charactor and career. 
Tnere are broad lines in so magnificent a 
creation which God has given us in Gen. 
Grant upon which men of all creeds and 
parties cau march shoulder to shoulder. Al- 
though we are not far enough from him to 
judge with the judgment of history, we are 
near enough to feel our blood boil with the 
contemplation of his deeds and of his bervig 
virtues. 

“We have but two men whose lives can teach 
great lessons to posterity—these are Lincein 
and Grant. When tbese Jives have passed 
into history, and the philosophic writer 
of history treats of these lives, these 
two men wil: stand together. Neither 
could do what he did without the 
other, and thy stand together the greatest 
figures of American history. Grant, silent anid 
taciturn, the country distracted, with one-half 
crying for settlement and the other for move- 
ment—he would have been reduced to the ranks 
mauy times except for the calm, steadfast sup 
port of Abraham Lincoln. 

“ Of all the creations who have governed suc- 
cessfuily in great revolutions there are none 
who cover the full measure of Lincoln. He was 
not inexperienced or ignurant. Inexperienced 
or ignorant men do not rise to great vccasions. 
His term in the House of Representatives had 
taught him his puwer; his debate with Douglas 
had taught the country that he had a broader 
grasp than apy man in the country. He 
was the one man in that emergency whd 
could unite the patriotic hearts of the 
couptry. Hecould give to despair the element 
of hope; he could give to a disheartened people 
a@ contidence all hisown. Hecvuld say to them: 
*You distrust Grant; [I know him to bea Gen- 
eral; trust in him and all will be well.’ (Loud 
cheering and applause. } 

** With such a man as President, for two years 
he bad seer his best hopes disappointed; he 
bad seen great corps commanders under the re 
sponsibilities of great command become paralyt- 
ics; he had seen the best army the world ever 
saw led to death, only needing a real commander 
to have its superD soldiership demoustrated 
aud be led tovictory. At last there arose the 
man for the hour, aud Grant became triumpbant 
at Appomaitox. (Cueers.] There are no cond! 
tious which create @ great soldier. It is the 
time, the necessity. 

“At West Point Grant graduated without 
honor; in the Mexican war winning no great 
glory. Asa woudchopper he was excelled by 
the woodchoppers of St. Louis. He did not 
earn bis salary in commerce. But the moment 
supreme command devolved upon him and theré 
was acountry to be saved his great inteilect 
grasped the situation and the god of war was 
in the field! (Immense cheering.}] Battles had 
theretofore been fought with gloves; victories 
had ended in nothing. But here was a genius 
that said: ‘Unconditional surrender are my 
terms. I propose immeouiately to move upon 
your werks!’ Then the end came. [Renewed 
cheering. } 

“Grant believed that fighting was to kill, thal 
victory was to annihilate the hope of resist 
ance.. At Vicksburg he moved his army up the 
ramparts, and, though rivers of bleod flowed, b¢ 
saved oceans of blood that must otherwise have 
flowed im the future. With victory after victory 
he reached his zenith at Appomattox, and the 
sun which rose at Vickaburg b in the glory

raised against him. But Lincoln stood behind 
himjand held him up. Oonsecrated by victory,

history in this: the sweetness of glory is the 
eprey of its fruits. The moment that Grant 
ad the trembling Confederacy at his feet he 
was no longer the soldier. He became trans- 
formed into the patriot and the statesman. He 
knew that those men who had there surren- 
dered had to be citizens, and this was to 
be our common country. 


He said, ‘Go back to your homes, cultivate 
crops, create manufaetures, develo 
help us to make this the greatest Nation on the 
globe.’ [Cheers.] The soldiers of the Confeder- 
acy gave their parole,and that parole thus 
grandly given by the best army in the world, ex- 


copt the army of the Union, was given inthe | 


spirit in which it was granted, and no member 
of thatgrand host ever broke it. [Renewed 
cheering. } 

“Grant was the greatest of all Generals in 
that he lacked the faculty of jealousy. The 
fondest and pleasantest moments to him were 
when some other General won a victory. No 
one took more pains than he to exploit the fame 
and worth of his comrades tothe country. When 
Sheridan rode dewn the valley, when he made 
Lee fall back into the arms of Grant, Grant pro- 
claimed his glory to the world with ungrudging 
generosity. ‘ Hero is one of the greatest Generals 
of all time,” said Grant of Sheridan. When his 
companion in arms and friendship performed 
that act whieh easts into the shade the march of 
Xenophon and his Greeks; when he destroyed 
the source of the rebellion’s supplies and swept 
from Atlanta to the sea, the man who led 
then in applause of Sherman’s great achieve- 
ment was Ulysses S. Grant. [Prolonged cheer- 
ing. ] 

“But the war was over. There was a Presi- 
dent of the United States whose qualities are the 
Paradox of patriots—Andrew Johuson. He had 
@ greatness and a meanness combined; a broad- 
ness and a  Dbarrowness; @ patriotism 
and a sympathy for rebellion which were in 
him united and mingled in his composition 
as in the composition of no other man. 
A poor white, he had the pride of a rich man, 
and had the mingled passions of revenge 
and hatred for the rich whites of the South. 
‘Treason 18 odious,’ he said, and he demanded 
that by summary processes ali the leaders of the 
rebellion should be immediately executed. 

‘Before the passions of this paradox arose 
Gen. Grant. Said he: ‘Halt! The parole of 
Grantis the honor of the United States.’ As 
the pendulum swung to the other side, and 
Johnson, though he would serve the country on 
his own ideas, was willing to see the country de- 
stroyed if his ideas could not be carried out 
Grant rose and said: ‘The bayoneta which have 
protected the country will save it from destruc- 
tion now.” [Cheers. ] 

“Gen. Grant stands in history the one grand 
figure of the century. Hundreds of yeurs hence 
his name will be as 1nemorable as Alexander the 
Great's, long after the other men of his time are 
forgotten. : 

“Gen. Grant, the statesman, will not have his 
place among the greatest statesmen; but he will 
take his place among those who were houest in 
their intentions, and did the best he knew how. 
He said to a great publicist: ‘All [ ask is that 
yeu will accord me the intention of doing the 
best [knew how todo. That is all I ask.’ 

“Gen, Grant, coming into office § inex- 
perienced, acted up tothe best lights he had. 
He had one unfortunate fault as a President, 
xrand in a man. He knew no faults in his 
friends. The stains upon him came from the 
wretches who misused him. But Grant shone 
best when the obligations came upon him before 
the election of Gon. Gartield. 

‘* He came back from abroad fullof civic am- 
bition and expecting a renomination. The 
election of Gartteld rested upon Grant. Had he 
stayed in his tent and sulked@ all would have 
been lost. But hecalled upon the sulkers to 
come to the frout,and by the appearance of 
Grant upon the platform Gartield became Presi- 
dent. {Loud cheers. } 

“Cesar was greater than Grant, and also 
infinitely beneath him, fur his ambition was 
greater than his virtue. But Grant, sitting 
beside the Ewperor of Germany at the great 
review of the army, said: ‘{ bate war,’ and 
electrified the Emperor and Bismarck ani 
Moltke by bis grand rewark. 

‘*What is the lesson of Grant’s life? At Appo- 
mattox and as he stood up against the passions 
of Andrew Johnson, he said,‘ Let us have peace!’ 
And when upon his death bed a vision came 
before him of the tents of both great armies, he 
said,‘ Let us have peace.’ He left asa last legacy 
to his countrymen, ‘Let us have peace.’ And 
we will have peace, most of all because of him. 
[Great applause. | 

It was a grand legacy to his country nen, to 
you,and to me. For all of us it is full of the spirit 
of wisdom. ‘The Union tirst, the party next.’ 
The spirit of that great declaration of Gen. 
Grant was, ‘ Parties are necéssary, but parties 
should never be animated by sectional lines. 
The solid North has been broken up; let the 
solid Suuth understand tuat there is no reason 
for its existence.’ 

“To-night the spirit of the great commander 
hovers over this hall and our actious are passing 
before him. In this Presidential year let us 
wake no compromise of principle, but let us all 
rewember that the country is greater than the 
party, and thatthe glory and prosperity of the 
country is the glory and prosperity of us all.” 
[Great cheering and three special cheers for Mr. 
Depew. | 

Gen. Mahone was received with a hearty out- 
burst of cheering. He would have preferred, 
he said, that some other soldier of the late Con- 
federacy could have been present to respond to 
the patriotic sentiment. As one of Lee’s staff, 
however, and as one who venerated his memory, 
aud a8 one who respected his country, he would 
say that when Lee surrendered at Appomattox 
he made no mental reservation. As much as 
one might lament and regret the issues of 1861, 
he continued, stillit must be admitted that the 
late War was a necessity. Yet there 1s the con- 
solation now that the Union is more united than 
ever—a Union where slavery no more exists. 
As one of the soidiers of the Con- 
tederate Army, he could not allow this 
opportunity to pass without expressing 
his¢ appreciation of the} great soldier whose 
birth this occasion ia to commemorate. He paid 
a tribute to (ven. Grant’s courtesy to Gen. Lee 
at Ap: omait x, and said that he believed there 
Wis No Man who serve: under Les who did not 
bow believe that the W a was over. 

Ex-Attorney-General Edward Pierrepont said 
that he knew nothing about war. He judged a 
General only by his success. He had heard tbat 
s0me men were lucky, but he believed that the 
menu were successful who embraced their op 
portunities for success. He had heard Grant 
Bay that he had always done his best and left 
the consequences to ahigher power. The speaker 
referred to a conversation he had haa with 
Gen. Grant in London, during the Generai’s trip 
around the world, in which Gen. Grant had ex- 
plained his movement upon Vicksburg. He had 
asked Gen. Grant why he had advanced upon 
Vicksburg when a council of war had decided 
that such a movement was not advisable. Gen. 
Grant explained that if he bad not moved upon 
Vicksburg the people of the North, exasperated 
at his inaction, weuld have cut off his source of 
Rupply from that direction, while, for the samo 
reason, his source of supply would have been 
cut off from the Seuth. 

Col. R. G. Ingersoll said that he admired Gen. 
Grant as much as any other man, vot as o Bol- 
dier willing to march to the cannon’s mouth, 
but because he fought for that greatest of 
human rights—human liberty. 

The Secretary read a dispatch from Gen. John 
B. Gordon of Atlanta, Ga.,in which he referred 
to the great courtesy of Gen. Grant at Appomat- 
tox, and hoped that this would be only one of 
many occasions when Gen. Grant's birthday 
would he celebrated.

**Notonly will theimage of Grant, as the great 
military hero of the war, rise higher and higher 
in the roll of tame as time goes on, but the ob- 
ject of the war, its motive and aim, the intense 
desire to perpetuate the Union which guided 
the councils and inspired the hearts of our loyal 
people, will become more manifest, s0 that all 
glasses of people, whether children of the North 
or South, of Federals or Confederate, of white 
or black, will speak of it and think of it not as 
the war of the rebellion, but as the war for the 
Union, and of Grant as the preserver, as Wash- 
ington was the founder, of our country. 

‘As to the civil litre of Gen. Grant I have 
always doubted whether it would not have beon 
better for him to have remained General of the 
Army during his tife rather than to have under- 
taken the civil duties of a President of the United 
States, This deubt is not founded somuch upon 
what he did as President, but upon the striking 
difference in the duties.of the two offices and 
the training, quatitications, and personal traits 
demanded for each. But whether this view is 
correct or not, the earnest desire of the people 
of the United States was that Gen. Grant should 
be rewarded with the highest honor in their 
gitt. And this feeling was shared by many Con- 
federates, who were touched by the generous 
forbearance of Gen. Grant in arranging the 
terms of the surrender. 

‘But it is not as a great hero, the commander 
of armies, or as a President of the United States 
that you wish to hear of Grant. Itis as 2 man. 
1 said he was a typical American. Nop strut, no 
parade, noimitation of reyalty or aristocracy, 
no egotistical pretense of superiority because 
he held great command or high position. The 
most marxed characteristic which clung to him 
in all periods of his life was his extreme 
modesty. He was always the same plain, 
simple, confiding, brave, tenacious, and gener- 
ous nan in warand in peace, as the leader of 
vast armies, as President of the United States, 
as the guest of Kings and Emperors, and in his 
final struggie with grim-visaged death. 

“Gentlemen, you do right to commemorate 
his birthday. It was his good fortune to he the 
chief instrument of divfe power to secure to 
you and to your posterity the blessing of a free, 
strong, and united country. He was heroic to 
the end, and you should be equaliy heroio in 
maintaining and preserving the nghts and priv- 
jieges and policy for which he contended.” 

Addresses were also made by Gov. Beaver, J. 
P. Foster, and others. 


Boston, April 27.—The Massachusetts 
Club celebrated the anniversary of Gen. Grant's 
birthday by a banquet atthe Vendome thiseven- 
ing, Fully 300 persons attended, itucluding 
many notable nen. Among them were the ven- 
erable Hannibal Hamlin of Maine, Geno. Devens, 
the Hon. George S. Boutwell, Goy. Lounsberry 
of Connecticut, the. Hon. W. W. Crapo, (who 
wants tobe Governor ot Massachusetts;) Gov. 
Jolin Davis of Rhode Island,ex-Gov. Rice of hiassa- 
chusetts, Gov. Ames, and Lieut. Gov. Brackett. 
At 4:30 o’clock there wasa reception in the 
large parlors, and an hour later dinner was 
served, 

The big banquet hall was decorated in a most 
elaborate manner. In the space between the 
old dining room and the new one fronting on 
Dartmouth-street Was a large round table, ar- 
ranged for 12 guests. In the centre was a 
bust of Gen. Grant, heroic size, set in a 
bed of laurel and entwined = with flow- 
ers. From the chandelier above the table 
extended pennants, forming a canopy of the 
national cvlors. The walls were hung with flags, 
and the entrance to the new dining room was 
hung with flags, gracefully arranged. At the 
end of the main benguet hall wus a glory of 
flays, with gilded eagle and shieldof the national 
colors, the shield being crossed by a band bear- 
ing the name of Grant. From the chandelier in 
the centre of the ball extended many pennants, 
reacbing te the corners and sides of the room, 
and in the corners were large flags. The smaller 
dining room was decorated in wu corresponding 
style. 

It was expected that ex-Gov. Claflin would 
preside, but he was detatoed on account of ill- 
ness, and State Treasurer A. W. Beard did the 
honors. It was the cause of much regret to 
learn that the Hon. Joseph R. Hawley was 
obliged at the last moment to remain in Wash- 
ington. Mr. Beard made a short address of wel- 
come, and introduced ag the first speaker Gov. 
Awes. 

Gov. Armes read a couple of pages of manu- 
script as his speech. Then Hannibal Hawlin 
was introduced. Hereceived avery euthuslastic 
reception and was cheered to the echo. He ap- 
peared to be in excellent health and in every 
gesture and in his full tones showed 
much of iis old time vigor. He paid 
a high tribute to Gen. Grant, who, he 
said, had not been assigned the high position 
upon the roll of statesmanship to which he was 
eutitied. Mr. Hamlin deprecated the fact that 
this country had se tew national holidays, and 
said be would increase them by making tbe 
birthdays of Abraham Lincoln and Ulysses 8. 
Grant national days. 

Judge Devens wasjthe next speaker. He 
made a remarkably eloquent address and at 
times there was a tender moisture in the eyes 
of many of his auditors. One interestihg inci- 
deut in Grant’s life recalled by Gen. Devens was 
when the two gentlemen were returning from 
Detroit to New-York. At that time Gen. Grant 
spoke freely of the Vieksburg campaigu and his 
reasons for making the bold assaults on the works 
which was made necessary by the disheartened 
condition of the country at large, and especially 
of the war party. Grant at that time paid a 
high compliment to Gen. Sherman, who be- 
lieved that the assault on Vicksburg could not be 
successfully made, but after it was determined 
upon supported Grant moat loyally. Gov, 
Davis and Governor-elect Taft of Rhode Island 
in their speeches exchanged some pleasant 
courtesies arising from the positions they oc- 
cupy. 

Gen. N. P. Banks nade a quite extended ad- 
dress in which he said, referring to Gen. Grant: 
*“Forone lI honor as oue may honor, knowing 
him well, the character of this illustrious 
chieftain in his military and in bis civil life, 
aud concede to him supremacy over all others 
of his time, remembering also those who 
came before and those who will follow.’’ Ex- 
Gov. Rice recalled an incident which showed 
Gen. Grant’s estimate of China and the pos- 
sibility that it some time might break down 
its wali, adopt Western customs, aud be a pow- 
erful nation among civilized nations. Gen. Grant 
thought that the Chinese were deficient ia 
the ability to make large organizations 
and combinations for military purposes 
and said that ‘Phil. Sheridan with a 
regiment of cavalry could march from one end 
of the Chinese Empire to the other without 
serious opposition. 

The Hon. W. W. Crapo and several other 
speakers of lesser note tilled up the remaining 
time until about midnight.” 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—The Republican 
National League of Washington to-night cele- 
brated the birthday of Gen. Grant at their club- 
house on Thomas Circle. Addresses were made 
by Gen. Beale, Gen. Burdette, Dr. George B. 
Lering, the Rev. Dr. Newman, and the Hon. 
Simon Wolf. 


CounciL BuLuFrs, Iowa, April 27.—De- 
spite a day of falling rain and the evening un- 
propitious, 1,500 people participated in the Grant 
anniversary exercises, under the auspices of the 
Abe Lincoln Post G. A. R. Judge J. M. Thurs- 
ton of Omaha delivered the anniversary address. 
Judge J. R. Reed presided. Commandera of 
posts from Missouri, Iowa, and Nebraska were 
present, and seate on the platform were Judges 
of the State Court and Supreme Court of this 
State.

BOULANGER’S STATE PLANS 


1HE OONSITITUTION OF FRANCE 
AS NOW IN FORCE. 

MAY¥Y CHANGES THAT HAVE BEEN MADE 

IN IT—WAYS THAT OTHERS MAY BE 


Paris, April 10.—Gen. Boulanger is not 
nearly ‘the dead cock in the pit’ that he has 
been described to be, It is not atall improbable 
that the General, having gone up rocket-like, 
may eventually come down like a stick, but that 


moment is not just yet, and until something oc- | 


curs which is not yet foreseen nor “ foreseea- 
blo” he has every right to keep the motto of 
Excelsior. Boulanger’s popularity was never 
anything like so general as it is at present, I 
saw him yesterday at the Hotel du 
Louvre, and thus could convince my- 
self of the fact that he is literally run 
down with visitors who bring him tho ex- 
pression of their sympathies and their offers of 
co-operation. Nor are the crowds which bleck 
the corridor leading to his room composed of 
cads, of the rag-teg and riff-raff that are said to 
be hischief supporters. Senators and Deputies 
were there awaiting their turn of audience, also 
substantial tradesmen,jlawyers and doctors, and, 
whatis more to the pointas showing the turn 
taken by the tide, a good many gentlemen, using 
this word in its foreign sense where it designates 
a olass. On my arrival, at 10 A. M., I 
met Senator Naquet on the stairs, a group 
of notables of all parties were on 


the landing, and my own entrance was 
preceded by that of Baron Dufour, one of the 
leaders of the Imperialists, whom I left with 
M. Langlais and others on my departure in con- 
ference with the three secretaries who remain en 
permanence in ths General’s apartment. What 
will come of all this agitation [do not pretend 
to prophesy, but the undeniable fact remains 
that the “ precender,” the *t Louis Napoleon le 
petit,’ as his adversarics call him, as Victor 
Hugo called the last Emperor, ‘‘ Napoleon le 
Petit,” has managed to group around his person- 
ality all the malcontents in France, and their 
name is legion, who, dissatistied with the régime 
that has existed for the last 10 years, are ready 
to rally toany one through whose action there 
may be some chanee of an issue. We have 
veen told, and with truth, that the army 
otticers were not sympathetic to Gen. 
Boulanger, butin the army there has peen A 
great change of sentiment within the last fort- 
night. The men, a mere herd in point of fact, 
though loving the Minister to whom they at- 
tribute many ameliorations in their condition, 
would follow their officers, and these, generally 
of aristocratic tendencies, were opposed to the 
chief who ts classed as a “ leveler,” but those 
otlicers are disgusted; they see in the punish- 
ment inflicted upon one of them so enormous & 
disproportion with the offense alleged that they 
begin to fear for themselves that a likefate may 
betail them, and 6v look forward with eagerness 
to a solution. Perhaps they might prefer a good 
many other names to that of Boulanger, but as 
Boulanger’s name is the only one put forward, 
Ave Boulanger! 

In the electoral campaign which he is about to 
finish inthe Nord he has ensvuntered certain 
difticulties and obstacles that were not appre- 
hended at its inception: the Conservatives have 
putan unexpected candidate in the field; M. 
Clémenceau’s organ, LaJustice, puts embarrass- 
ing questions tu the Lanterne respecting Boulan- 
ger’s views on the Presidency of the repubiic; 
the revolutionist Bashy has promised that his 
co-religiouaries shall not vote for the ‘‘ martyr;” 
M. Pierre Legrand has dociared that a congress 
of well-disciplined Republicans will oppose 
energetically his election, and the ‘4emps 
suys that all good citizens will 
resist this ‘‘unhealthy and mad prop 
agauda.” Boulanger may not get the 200,- 
Ov0 votes which his prometers claim for him as 
a certainty in the department, and yet the fact 
remains that M. Carnot, the Chief Executive of 
the republic, has abandoned his intended tour 
in those regions, on the advice of the local au- 
thorities who ** confess their Inability to prevent 
the manifestations, most regrettable, of public 
sentiment among the rural population.” [f M. 
Carnot ever enjoyed any genuine popularity, 
which is at best doubtful, be has lost it; rightly 
or wrongly, he is accused of being a mere tool 
ot perhaps the abiest, but certainly the 
most unpopular, of all French _ politi- 
cians, Jules Ferry; of truckling to German 
hate of the “patriot,” aud of insisting upon 
that measure which—‘ ordered by Germany ’-- 
deprived the country of the “ only sword feared 
by Bismarox.” The advent of a Fioquet Cabinet 
has been a foregone conclusion for months; in 
that Cabinet it was known that Boulanger would 
have a place, if not as War Minister at least as 
immovable Chief of the General 8taff—Major- 
General of the army—and the President’s 
detractors do not hesitate to aver that if Beu- 
langer was put upon the retired list it was solely 
in order to prevent this proposed combination. 
However, be this as it may, the fall of M. Tirard 
was the consequence of Boulanger’s degrada- 
tion, a8 Beulanger’s manifesto to the electors 
ot the Nord was the primordial cause of tbe 
programme vow announced by the Cabinet of 
M. Floquet. Gen. Boulauger’s platform is the 
revision of the Constitution, aud, if the present 
Chawbers benot disposed to ussent, then dissolu- 
tion and an appeal to the country. Of course 
this, over the nume of anyindiyidual, be he Bou- 
langer or another pian, would have the charac- 
ter of a plebiscitum, and if successful must 
pave the way to the Dictatorship; and this, 
being the bugbear of the goveruing coteries, 
ix undesirable, wherefore Messrs. Floquet, 
Freycinet, Gobletand Company propose to revise 
on theirowun Initiative, although the question fa- 
tally resuscitates all the ancient quarrels which 
have ever existed between Moderate and Radl- 
cal Republicans in the matter of the organiza- 
tion of the State’s privileges, prerogatives, and 
obligutions, 

The mechanism of this organization is excess- 
ively complicated, and, as its revision is a vital 
necessity of this repubiie’s existence, it will be 
opportune to expiain in detail the Constitution 
which has been in existence since 1875. It is 
nota hvymogeneous Gonstitution made all of a 
plece; it does not contain the various provisions 
and regulations which interest the very founda- 
tions of a Government set forthin a series of 
logically connected articles. In appearance, at 
least, it is neither orderly nor symmetrical, nor 
could it be so, as it is a thing of threads 
and patches, the work of different leg- 
islative bodies, and, to complete it, old 
aws in vigor under preceding régimes, yet still 
applicable to the present régime, must be ap- 
pealed to. The Legisliature—a Senate and a 
Chamber of Deputies—was organized by two 
constitutional laws on the 24th and 25th of 
February, 1875, the firat of which regulated the 
composition and mode of election of the Senate, 
tixing the number of its members at 300, of 
whom 225 were to be elected by the depart- 
ments and the colonies and 75 by the National 
Assembly, these last to be for life. [un 1884 
another law was passed abrogating the principle 
of Senatorial immobility except in the case of 
those already enjoying that privilege by previ- 
ous election, 1n all 38, who had been elected 
by the National Assembly and 24 by 
the Senate itself. After the 9th of Decem-

But 1f the constitu- 
tional laws aftecting the Senate are merely a 
series of articles seattered through three differ- 
ent billig those regulating the electorate of tha 
Chamber must be sought for in still more varied 
texts. 

The principle of universal suffrage on 
which the law of the 25th of February is 
based is borrowed from an organic deoree of 
1852, which also furnishes the rules concerning 
eligibility and ineligibility that are set forth in 
the law of the 3d of November, 1875. Again, 
for the composition of the commissions for the 
drawing up of the electoral lists we must refer 
to the munieipal law of the 7th of July, 1874, 
and for the inscription on the electoral lists to 
the imperial decree of the 24 of February, 1852, 
which states who are to be thus inscribed and 
in what manner those citizens whose names 
have been omitted from it or have been elimi- 
nated can make their reclamations. The same 
decree of 1852 prescribes the manner of voting 
and counting the votes, tne police of 
the electoral eolleges, while a very recent 
law of the 16th of June, 1885, defives the man- 
ner of the ballot applicable to legislative elec- 
tions, a8 well as the number of Deputies to be 
designated for eaeh department, abrogating the 
laws of 1875 and 1881, which had abrogated the 
law of 1870. substituted for that in force under 
the empire, itself a substitute for the law of 1848, 
which had taken the place of the law of 1831, 
when the scru(tn d’arrondissment became the 
mode of election instead of the scrutin de Liste, 
invented in the third year of the First re- 
public. More patchworky still are the laws 
concerning the very existence of the 
French Chamber of Deputies, and I shall 
not even attempt to quote all the laws, decrees, 
&c.,80me of which date back to 1790, that detine, 
its powers and attributes. I have mentioned the 
discord existing between the Senate and the 
Chamber in the matter of their respective 
financial rights. I shail add that in the doubts 
existing as to the line separating the rights of 
the Jegisiative power from the executive power 
reference must be made to other ancient laws 
whieh were dictated by sentiments widely 
differing from those that inspired the constitu- 
tional laws of the republic, 

One single article ot the constitutional law of 
the 24th of February, 1875, gives a summary 
ofthe Executive’s attributes, but to explain 
them reference must be made to the deeree of 
1852, thelaws of the 9th of August, 1849, 
the 5th of November, 1870, 10th of August, 
1871, 24th of May, 1872, and 5Sth of April, 
1884. The relations of the legislative with the 
executive power have been codified with more 
uniformity in a single bill of the 16th of July, 
1875, yet even this needs to be completed »y 
certain articles of the regulations of the Sen- 
ate and the Chamber. The only laws which 
absolutely abrogate all anterior dispositions are 
those relative to public meetings and the 
liberty of the press; for all other questions hav- 
ing any reference whatever to the coworking 
of the legislative and exeentiye powers a solu- 
tion must be sought in a dozen different laws 
and decrees, some made since tile inauguration 
of a republic and others invented by the law- 
givers of preceding régimes. The modifications 
in these laws that are proposed by the revision- 
ists are innumefable, and, naturally, vary in 
character according to the political conceptions 
of their authors. Many ‘‘reformers” are opposed 
to any Constitution voted 7 a Parliament, and 
especially attack Article X. of ths Constitu- 
tion of Feb. 25, 1875, which provides that ‘‘the 
Chambers, either on the demand of the Pres- 
ident of the republic or after deliberation sep- 
arately in each of them, shall be empowered to 
declare the necessity ef constitutional revision.” 
For this class the only genuine republican pro- 
cedure is the appointment of a convention whose 
project shall be submitted to the people for ap- 
proval or rejection. Others, again, will Se satis- 
tied with Parliamentary revision as practiced, 
for the first time on the 19th of June, 1879, 
and later, on the 4th of August, 1484. A 
third party, on the other hand, insists 
upon the election of the President and 
of all Gevernment functionaries by the 
people; upon the irresponsibility of Ministers 
aud the unique responsibility of the President; 
upon the election of all magistrates, the admin- 
istration of the communes by functionaries 
elected by their inhabitants; upon the suppres- 
sion of the Senate in toto, or at least ita appoint- 
went by universal suffrage. The revision of 
these constitutional laws is the realization of 
the programme advanced by Gen. Boulanger, 
upon the urgency of which, demanded by M. 
Camille Pelleton, the Cabinet of M. Tirard col- 
lapsed. The Chambers have gone home ona 
holiday, so that until the 19th of April Parlia- 
mentary squabbling is postponed, but on the 
20th iust. wili open an era of discord of which 
no one now can predi¢t the issue, Cc, T.

WASHINGTON, April 28.—For Maine, New-

RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 


NEARING A CONSOLIDATION. 
NEGOTIATIONS FOR THE LEASE OF THE 
PROVIDENCE AND WORCESTER. 
PROVIDENCE, R. I., April 27.—Negotia- 
tions looking to a lease of the Providence and 
Worcester Railroad to the New-York, Provi- 
dence and Boston (Stonington) Bailway have 
now progressed to such a point that there is no 
longer any doubt that such a consoli- 
dation of interests is actually to be 
eftected. Negotiations have been going 
on for the last three months, and 
the first step in securing the desired lease may 


' new be said to have been taken. Authorized 


committees from both railroad corporations 
have come together and agreed on the terms of 
@ lease to be submitted to the Directors of the 
roads for their and the stockholders’ ratification. 


meet to act on the matter next Monday. 

The terms agreed on by the authorized com- 
mittees are substantially as followa: The Ston- 
ington Road is to lease the Providence and Wor- 
cester for a term of 99 years, guarantee to the 
stockholders of the latter 10 per cent. on their 
stock and issue $500,000 more of stock, which 
will make the total capital stock $3,500,000. 
This additional stock is to be used in the 
improvement of terminal facilities and other 
Inatters connected with the welfare of the road. 
This move is not made out of any feeling of hos- 
tility to other corporations, but the Worcester 
Road is to be secured for the purpose of protect- 
ing theinterests of the Stonington Road and 
Sound travel from opposition. Officers of the 
Old Colony say that they bave been aware of 
these pending negotiations, but did not regard 
them with any spirit of bitterness or unfriendly 
ey | 

The Stonington Road, by acquiring control of 
the Providenée and Worcester, possesses a 
means of carrying through freight to Bosten. 
It can forward passengers aud freight 
almost directly to Boston by counect- 
ing with the New-York and New-Enx- 
land at Valley Falls. The latter road 
can be straightened at a trifling expense, 
and would practically afford as expeditious a 
means of traftic as the old Boston and Provi- 
dence Line, The improvementa fara apa 
by the New-York, Providence and Boston in and 
about this city, which have been fully explained 
before, are thoroughly in accord with this last 
move. 

By the new arrangement through freight to 
Boston will not need to be carried through the 
city, but wil) be conveyed from the spur tracks 
of the company, below Hill’s Wharf, across the 
river to Fox Point, thence across the Seekonk to 
the Providence and Worcester traeks, whence 
direct consmunication is had with the 
New-England Road at Valley Falls. Passengers 
to and from New-York and Boston who choose 
to travel by the Providence line of boats wiil 
thus be landed directly on the wharf. The 
Providence and Worcester Road is earning now 
and paying 10 per cent. to its stockholders.

IN NEED OF REPAIRS. 

ConcorD, N. H., April 27.—At the hear- 
ing to take testimony in the equity suit of the 
Boston, Concord and Montreal Railroad against 
the Boston and. Maine Railroad, Frank A. Mer- 
riil of Concord, a civil engineér, testified that in 
his opinion the line is not safe for present 
traffic because of the worn conaition of the 
rails, rotten ties and bad spiking, broken plates 
and culverts and poor ballasting. He estimated 


that 30 miles of new steel rails, 112,000 ties, 
aud 90 miles of ballast are needed immediately 
to put the road ina tolerably safe condition.

Mellin and Jefferson Cooliage, General 
Manager and President, respectively, of the 
Boston and Concord Rvad, with reference to 
the need of locomotives and repairs on the 
Boston, Concord aud Montreal Railroad; also, 
copies of votes of Directors of the Boston and 
Lowel) making a formal demand upon the 
Directors of the Boston, Concord and Montreal 
Road for their assent for the transfer of their 
line te the Boston and Maine Road, with other 
leased property of tne Lowell Road, denying the 
justiee of the petition for a Receiver and ex- 
pressing willingness to put the Montreal Road 
in good condition.

CHICAGO SHIPPERS WORRIED. 

CuIc AGO, April 27.—Chicago shippers are 
worrying over a discrimination made against 
themin favor of Eastern merchants, the dis- 
crimination being brought about in this way. 
The rates made by the New-York-Colorado As- 
sociation on through business from the East 
to points in Colorado and Wyoming 
are in accordance with the joint 
tariff agreed upon by the Western 


lines, so far as classified freight is eoncerned» 
A number of artieles, not embraced in the official 
classification by which Eastern roads are gov- 
erned, are classed as commodities and subject 
to specifie rates. The Western roads have no 
commodity rates, these articles being included in 
the Western olassification and subject to-.the 
rates on the classes to which they belong. On 
some of the articles the rate from New-York to 
Denver is made as low as that from Chicago to 
Denver, which, if enforced, will pe a severe 
blow to Chicago business inen. 

Among the articles designated as commodi- 
ties are sugar, coffee, tish, fruit, soda, bags and 
bagging, starch, steel and iron rails, cotton- 
piece goods, mineral water, &c. A large pro- 
portion of the business in these articles must 
necessarily be diverted from Chicago to the 
Eastern cities ifthe cost of shipment is made 
the same from those points to the West, and 
dealers here are im a state of mind about it. 


AGREEING TO A PRO RATA DIVISION, 

CuicaGco, April 27.—The General Man- 
agers of the lines between Chicago and Missouri 
River points met to-day forthe purpose of agree- 
ing ona basisof division with the lines westof the 
Missouri River on through business on the new 
tariff. The meeting was the natural result of the 
recent cutting of through rates to Colorado 
— to meet the competition of the Morgan 
steamship Line and the Fort Worth and Denver 
Road, which, of course, unsettled the pre-exist- 
ing arrangement. It was decided that a pro 
rata division of through rate should be made by 
connecting roads concerned in this traftic, anda 
committee was appointed to confer with the 
Auditors with a view te arranging the per- 


centages by which the various lines will be 
governed.

The conference committee to which the 
Fassett bill for the punishment of bribery 
at elections was referred struck out the 
amendments adopted in the Assembly, on 
motion of Piatt of Poughkeepsie, which 
were intendea to destroy the value of the 
measure, and agreed to that offered by Mr. 
WEED, which makes it unlawful for em- 
ployers tO coerce or improperly influ- 
ence their workmen in regard to cast- 
jing their votes. This latter amend- 
ment strengthens the bill. The report 
of the committee was confirmed by the 
Senate, but has not been acted on by the 
Assembly, which will hardly repeat the 


“ridiculous performance of last week by ad- 


hering to the Platt amendments. It could 
only do so at the cost of taking a position 
in favor of the continuance of the practice 
of buying votes, for it can only be stopped 
by punishing the bribers, who are much 
less numerous and more easily identified 
than the bribed. 





The report of Secretary VILAS in reply to 
the House resolution appears to confitm all 
that has been heretofore stated regarding 
the fraudulent character of the proceedings 
‘by which immense tracts of valuable red- 


- wood timber lands in California belonging 


‘to the Government were secured by asyn- 
‘dicate of foreign capitalists) Men were 
‘hired for $5 each to make entries upon 
'these lands, and the claims under these en- 
‘tries were transferred to the companies, 
which sold to the syndicate for $7 an acre 
Jands said to be worth $200 an acre. 
In this way 57,000 acres of the most 
valuable timber lands in the United States 
were turned over to two companies made up 
nlmost wholly of foreign capitalists, the 
stockholders in the two being the same 
persons. Some of the entries were canceled 
before patents were obtained and others 
recommended for cancellation, The Attor- 
ney-Geueral has been requested to institute 
suits for the cancellation of patents on the 
ground that they were obtained by fraud 
and connivance, but there is no statement 
of the successful prosecution of any of 
these suits. The only recommendation the 
Secretary of the Interior makes as to legis- 
lation required on the subject is that power 
be granted to Registers and Receivers of 
the Land Offices to enforce the attendance 
of witnesses in their investigations. For 
lack of such power they have been unable 
to obtain testimony in regard to frauds

The appeal to Mayor Hewitt to refuse a 
license to ‘“‘Lion Park” is perfectly reason- 
able. The Mayor himself sympathizes with 
it, as he took pains to assure the petitioners, 
but doubts whether he would bo legally 
justified in withholding a license from a 
place of amusement which the police re- 
port to be orderly. The fact is that whether 
w public picnic ground, conducted as such 
grounds commonly are, is a nuisance 
or not depends upon circumstances. 
‘When Lion Park was established 
§t was a suburban place in a thinly-settled 
district, and was not a nuisance to the 
peighbors, for the simple reason that there 
were no neighbors. Now the city has grown 
up ,to:it and -is closely built near by, 
‘and the place is a nuisance. Such nuisances 
‘are commonly abated by the fact that as 
‘population increases the land they occupy 
;becomes too valuable for its former use. 
This fate’ willna doubt overtake Lion Park 


within a year or two, butit isto be hoped 
that the Mayor may see his way to hasten- 
ing it in the interest of the suffering resi- 
dents and property holders. 


Both the extent and the reason of the 
partial breaking upof the Corean Embassy 
at Washington seem to be a matter of con- 
flicting statements. The extreme view is 
that several Secretaries are homeward 
bound, that they are disappointed in the 
country, and that their return is only the 
precursor of a total dropping of the mission. 
The more moderate view, which is attrib- 
uted to the gentleman who has charge of 
the embassy in this country, is that only 
the First Secretary is on the way to Seoul, 
and that his departure was due wholly to 
ill health. It seems not improbable that 
the Coreans may have found their stay less 
fruitful in specific results than they had 
hoped. Their attire and their ways may 
have brought them into a kind of notice 
which is not enjoyable. There are no 
Coreans here to see or be seen by them, and 
no commercial interests which need to be 
looked after by them. Their mission has 
meanwhile brought their King into trouble 
with the Chinese Prime Minister, who is 
calling him to account. Still, for this very 
reason, unless Corea is prepared to retreat 
from her bold position, it would naturally be 
supposed that she would maintain her mis- 
sion in full vigor at Washington. 





We have seen no more lamentable evi- 
dence of the debasement and downward 
slide of the New-York evening newspapers, 
resulting from the fierce competition among 
them, than was given by the Evening Post 
of yesterday. The Post still professes to be a 
family newspaper, yet in its issue of last 
evening it printed an article a column and 
a half in length about a miserable monkey 
up at Central Park. According to the 
Post this animal is called ‘‘ Crowley,” 
and his appearance, behavior, and, 
character are described with as much 
minuteness and evident relish as would 
befit the description of an _ emi- 
nent and voiceless Wagnerian tenor by 
a reporter of cultivation and lofty mind. 
We suppose the. editor of the Post would 
resent with heat the imputation that he 
would be capable of going about throwing 
rubbish and filth into people’s houses. Yet 
he fills his columns with this re- 
volting monkey matter, tries to 
get his paper circulated and read 
among beings with souls, and then 
probably goes home to his dinner, or per- 
haps goes out to dinner among ladies and 
gentlemen, filled with the notion that he is 
a good citizen. As this same editor re- 
marked the other day in speaking of 
another matter, it is a shame that the 
monkey and the Evening Post can’t be raid- 
ed by the police. 





WHAT WILL GOV. HILL DO WITH IT? 

Whether or not Gov. Hii will approve 
the High License bill seems to be seriously 
regarded as an open question. We have 
not very much doubt on the subject, though 
it will be difficult for him to give any rea- 
sons for withholding his approval which 
will be satisfactory to anybody but the 
liquor dealers and those who are in close 
alliance with them. Last year, when he 
vetoed the bill providing for high license in 
this city and Brooklyn, he rested his ob- 
jections on two grounds only, and the bill 
just passed was so framed as carefully to 
avoid those objections. His first and 
principal objection was that the bill did not 
apply to all parts of the State alike. An 
excise law, he said, should be ‘* substan- 
tially uniform throughout the State.” This 
did not require that it should be the same 
in all minordetailsin the country as in “the 
great cosmopolitan cities,” but ‘in all its 
essential characteristics it should be ap- 
plicable to all parts of the State alike.” 
This is true of the present bill, and it im- 
poses no “unequal burden upon the citi- 
zens of the State,” as the Governor alleged 
that of last year did. He was careful not 
tocommit himself distinctly in regard to 
any restrictive measure, but he said: 

“A license fee applicable to the whole State 
and based upon the amount of business done, 
and graded proportionately, would not be open 
to the criticism here suggested. A geueral stat- 
ute fixing a reasonable minimum license fee to 
be charged in every city, and even in every town 
and village, of the State, leaving the maximum 
sum to be determined by local authorities every- 
where, if not entirely satisfactory, would at least 


be free from the charge of favoritism and hypoc- 
risy in its enactment.” 


This bill fixes a minimum which cannot 
be regarded as unreasonable if the object 
of restricting the traffic is recognized at all. 
Within a detined limit local authorities are 
left to determine the maximum. Of course 
a general Jaw cannot grade licenses in pro- 
portion to the amount of business done in 
different cities and towns. This can only 
be accomplished by providing for such a 
grading, and leaving its application and 
adjustment to the local authorities. This 
is done in this measure by requiring Excise 
Boards to establish three grades of licenses 
of each class, with different fees within the 
prescribed limits. Thus the principle laid 
down by the Governor is fully complied 
with. ° 

His other objection to last year’s bill, 
which we did not then and do not now 
regard as valid, was that the provision 
which prohibited holders of licenses to sell 
wine and beer only from keeping on the 
licensed premises any intoxicating liquors 
other than those permitted by their licenses, 
was unconstitutional. We believe the pro- 
vision was constitutional and proper, but 
the Governor argued the contrary, and 
quoted the Attorney-General and ex-Judge 
CoMSTOCK in support of his position. The 
present bill contains no such restriction, 
and.is therefere not open to Goy. HILL’s 
objection on that ground. If he objects to 
it, he will have to find new reasons to sup- 
port his objections. He suid last year, 
“upon the propriety of high license, so 
called, IJ express no opinion.” He made a 
‘passing allusion to “citizens of German 
extraction” who are “‘naturally opposed to 
all severe sumptuary laws,” but this pro- 


posed law is neithersevere norsumptuary. In 


speaking of different opinions regarding the 
“propriety of that kind of legislation 
which seeks to check intemperance by only 
raising the price of licenses wi + any 
other restrictions or additional safeguards,”

he said that upon that question he did not 
propose to state any views of hisown. It 
should be remembered, however, that other 
restrictions and additional safeguards are 
contained in existing laws and the billdoes 
not interfere with them.- The Governor did 
say that ‘measures designed to check in- 
temperance, to restrain its evils, to abate 
its injurious effects, and to correct the 
abuses resulting from it” were legitimate 
subjects for consideration by the Legislat- 
ure and the Executive, and that in the en- 
actment of laws—‘‘just and equal in their 
application to all citizens of the State—to 
promote such ends,” the Legislature would 
have his ‘‘earnest and sincere co-opera- 
tion.” If the bill now before him is not a 
measure adapted to these ends, it will be- 
hoove him to mention the kind of legisla- 
tion that would meet his views, for it will 
be impossible to find out otherwise how his 
approval of restrictive legislation can be 
obtained. 

But we fancy that nobody supposes that 
Gov. HILv’s action will be determined by 
anything but partisan considerations. 
Whatever he may profess or pretend, the 
one thing that he studies in dealing with 
legislation involving differences of opinion 
is the political effect of hisaction upon him- 
self. We believe that the opposition of the 
liquor interest to high license has been 
magnified beyond its real dimensions, that 
the power of that interest to control polit- 
ical results has been exaggerated, and that 
the opposition comes more from politicians 
who are accustomed to work through liquor 
sellers and saloons for their own advance- 
ment and who do not wish this agency to 
be made lesseffective or less easy of control. 
The great mass of intelligent and honest 
people of both parties would be glad to see 
the alliance of politics and liquor broken. 
A very large and influential class of Demo- 
crats arein favor of the High License bill, 
and Gov. Hitt will have to consider 
whether he will gain more by an avowed 
identification of himself with the liquor 
alliance or by an exhibition of independ- 
ence which would win the good opinion of 
the best part of both parties. 


THE BRIDGE RAILWAY PLANS. 


The so-called Barnes plan recently adopt- 
ed by the Bridge Trustees is severely criti- 
cised in the Engineering News of.this date, 
presumably by Mr. A. M. WELLINGTON, one 
of the editors, and the author of the excel- 
lent plan which was selected by an ap- 
pointed Board of Experts only to be rejected 
by the Trustees themselves. This plan, 
which was warmly approved by the ex- 
perts, (Mr. KaTT&, Col. ApDams, and Gen. 
CRAWFORD,) provided for a _ circulating 
system at each terminal station and for the 
use of trains of from twelve to eighteen cars. 
In the place of it was accepted on the 17th 
inst. an extension of the present “tail- 
switching” plan prepared by Superin- 
tendent MARTIN and fathered by Trustee 
BARNES. 

Seventeen plans were laid before the 
Board of Experts, and among them were 
seven of the ‘‘tail-switching” type, (includ- 
ing one submitted by Superintendent Mar- 
TIN,) all of which were rejected under a 
general condemnation of the type. The 
plan adopted by the Trustees provides 
means for handling two trains in the ter- 
minal station at the same time, and inthis 
way, it is stated, twice as many trains can 
be used, the interval between trains being 
reduced to forty seconds, The Engineering 
News follows the trains and the switching 
enginesjthrough the operations of unloading, 
switching, and starting, according to this 
plan, and declares that thé switch crossing 
must be “actually occupied by trains or 
threatened by a moving train a few feet off, 
for eighty-three seconds out of every 
eighty.” This is close work, and may re- 
mind some one of the industrious man who 
labored twenty-six hours out of every 
twenty-four. 

Mr. WELLINGTON is an engineer of good 
standing who has carefully studied this 
problem, and the following assertions in 
the News have not been hastily made: 

“The adopted plan cannot be operated for 
ten minutes in safety, with trains ten minutes 
apart. 

“It is a physical impossibility to run tratcs 
on the proposed forty seconds headway, for 
other reasons. 

“It is practically impossible to realize appre- 
ciably more capacity by the double [switching] 
system than by the single system, for still other 
reasons, 80 that the [committee's] table of al- 
leged additional capacity is almost wholly ficti- 
tious, the only appreciable increase being in the 
operating dangers. 

“It involves operating difficulties and dangers 
which no man in his sober senses who realized 
what he was doing would dream of incurring 
for six months, even if there were not the afore- 
said difficulties in keeping in operation for a day 
or an hour.” 

The News also points out some require- 
ments of the Martin-Barnes plan which 
will not be approved by passengers. Con- 
nection with the elevated road at the New- 
York station could be made only by means 
of bridges over the tracks, with two new 
stairways, something like the bridge at the 
Forty-second-street station of the Third- 
avenue road. Not satistied with compelling 
passengers for elevated roads to climb nu- 
merous stairways at the Brooklyn terminus, 
the Trustees intend to make the New-York 
station equally inconvenient. With the 
proposed new arrangement of platforms the 
bridge from the City Hall Park would be 
useless, and passengers who now use this 
bridge would be compelled to cross the 
street at the surface level and climb the 
stairs in the station building. ‘A derail- 
ment on the crossing throws a train moving 
at fourteen miles an hour against the cor- 
ner of the outgoing platform, where there 
might be several persons standing, especial- 

ly as the platforms, in a practical sense, are 
no larger than now for the present traffic, 
there being trains on both sides of them.” 


The News also explains how it happened 
that one engineer, Superintendent MarTIN, 
had two plans under consideration at the 
same time, the first before 2 Board of 
Experts who were considering sixteen 
others, and the second ‘before a body of 
non-experts who were considering no 
other.” 
were instructed to consider plans for the 
New-York terminus alone, although it is 
plain that for a satisfactory solution of the 
problem both terminal stations must be 
taken into account and treated. But these

instructions permitted the simultaneous 
consideration of the Martin-Barnes plan, 
ostensibly for the Brooklyn terminus, by 
an independent terminal committee of the 
Trustees, This committee reported in 
favor of the plan, and, the News 
says, “it was on the very point 
of being adopted for the Brooklyn ter- 
minus by the full board when the report 
of the Board of Experts appeared, with its 
radically different recommendations, and 
temporarily killed it.’ Thereupon, how- 
ever, the Superintendent was instructed to 
prepare estimates for both plans — Mr. 
WELLINGTON’s, which had been chosen. by 
the experts, and his own, which had not 
been submitted to them—and he found one 
very expensive while the other was very eco- 
nomical. Mr. WELLINGTON asserts that the 
estimate for his plan, $5,773,250, was 
‘‘exaggerated by a gross sum of $3,889,290, 
including one item of $443,000 without a 
shadow of foundation.” But while the Mar- 
tin-Barnes plan was ostensibly intended for 
use at the Brooklyn terminus, the Trustees 
did not hesitate to adopt it for the New-York 


station after the Board of Experts had been | 


thrust aside. Thesubmission of the problem 
to these experts appears to have been mere 
“pandering to the better element” by 
Trustees who did not intend to be guided 
by their conclusions, but were perfecting 
independently this Martin-Barnes plan. 
The adoption of the Wellington plan might 
have put an end to speculation as to the ex- 
tension of the bridge to the Brooklyn City 
Hallfor the benefit of certain real estate, 
but the Martin-Barnes plan leaves the road 
open for such an extension. 


THE BLAINE BOOM. 

Nothing quite so curious as the Blaine can- 
vass, at present going on with such vigor, 
has ever been seen before in American pol- 
itics. In the first place, the object of all this 
enthusiasm has apparently declined in ad- 
vance to be a candidate for the nomination. 
His declaration that his name would not 
be presented to the nominating convention 
was by many accepted asa genuine with- 
drawal. It was not so accepted for the 
reason that Mr. BLAINE is generally be- 
lieved either to say all that he means or to 
mean all that he says, but for the reason 
that nobody saw why Mr. BLAINE should 
have written such a letter unless he meant 
it. The writing of it apparently could 
not help him and must injure him {if in 
spite of it he should appear asa candidate. 
Nevertheless, there was some skepticism. 
His own especial organs denounced those 
who exhibited it as ‘‘idiots” for refusing 
to receive the candidate’s letter as final and 
decisive, and thereupon went on with their 
boom as if he had never writtenit. The 
other candidates, who had repaired their 
drooping booms when the withdrawal of 
their competitor was announced, were 
puzzled, as well they might be, at the action 
of his special friends and supporters, and at 
this date it may be said that there is no 
American in the United States, and only one 
American in Europe, who can tell with 
certainty whether Mr. BLAINE does or does 
not wish to be nominated for President by 
the Republican Convention. 

Upon thisdoubt as to the intentions of 
Mr. BLAINE supervenes a doubt about the 
condition of his health. Upon this subject 
the candidate has not committed himself in 
writing. He has expressed himself as to 
his intentions, without inducing conviction, 
but his health is apparently ‘‘in the hands 
of his friends.” What may be called the 
otticial bulletins seem to be more than hope- 
ful. He is much better. His recovery is 
complete. There is nothing the matter 
with him and never was. This is the tone 
of the official bulletins Why they should 
be issued does not appear. Of course, 
if Mr. BLAINE were critically ill, there 
would be a natural and _ general 
curiosity about his condition that it would 
be proper to gratify. But the question is 
not whether he is in immediate danger, but 
whether he isin a condition to stand the 
wear and tear of another campaign. As he 
has declared that in any case he does not 
mean to do so, why should the persons who 
may be supposed to represent him most 
closely be at such pains to vindicate his 
health and to show that it will be safe for 
the party to confer upor him the nomina- 
tion that he has declined in advance? 
Whoever returns from Italy, having there 
encountered Mr. BLAINE, and reports thathe 
was not in robust health is at once set upon 
and denounced as a Democrat even though, 
like Mr. SHaw of Bar Harbor, he turns out 
to be a Blaineman. As a contribution to 
this mass of: contradictory testimony we 
may add the statement of an American 
clergyman who met Mr. BLAINE in Naples 
in the latter part of March. His report is 
given in a private letter to a friend in this 
city: ‘*To-day I spent a very pleasant hour 
with my old acquaintance JAMES G. BLAINE. 
He looks to me somewhat feeble, and 
although he says he is well I have notin 
over thirty years of acquaintance seen him 
look so poorly.” It is interesting to note 
that, in spite of the clergyman’s report, the 
patient, if we may safely call him so, ‘‘says 
he is well.” 

The nearest parallel to this condition of 
things was furnished by Mr. SAMUEL J. 
TILDEN, about whose health and whose in- 
tentions the same doubts arose before the 
Democratic Convention of 1880. By reason 
of Mr. TILDEN’s reticent and circuitous 
methods the doubt was natural; and it was 
not dispelled until the convention actually 
met. When he did express himself, how- 
ever, he made an end of the maiter, and no- 
body any longer questioned what he meant. 
The peculiarity of Mr. BLAINE’s case is that 
a statement by him, decisive in form, in- 
stead of being the end is the beginning of a 
controversy. 

Whether Mr. BLAINE is an ambitious in- 
valid, as asserted by some, or an unambi- 
tious athlete, as asserted by himself, or a 
statesman in vigorous health, with an aver- 
sion to accepting a nomination that may be 
overcome, which seems to be the position 
of the Blaine boomers, his canvass is none 
the less remarkable as an evidence of the 
poverty of the Republican Party. The can- 
didate whose nomination is represented as 
indispensable to the success of the party isa 
candidate of whose physical fitness to under- 
take the. Presidential office there are, to say 
the least, grave doubts, of whose unwilling- 
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ness to take it, if we accept his own state- 
ment, there is no doubt at ali, and finally 
he is a candidate who has been beaten in 
spite of advantages that he would not a 
second time enjoy. To say nothing of 
his vulnerability in other respects, it is a 
strange thing that the candidacy of such a 
man should be the forlorn hope of a great 
party. But it is.

THE LAUNCH AT PHILADELPHIA. 

Peculiar interest attaches to the launch 
of the gunboat Yorkiown and the dynamite 
cruiser, announced to take place at the 
shipyard of Cramp & Sons to-day, from 
the fact that this will be the first event of 
the sort connected with vessels planned and 
constructed under Secretary WHITNEY’S 
administration. The four vessels of the 
new steel navy now afloat, the Chicago, 
Atlanta, Boston, and Dolphin, were lega- 
cies from his predecessor. Henceforth the 
vessels designed and constructed under his 
own control are one after another to leave 
the stocks and pass under public judgment. 

No doubt it has occurred to the Secretary 
that after to-day upon his vessels that fire 
of criticism will be directed which has 
hitherto occupied itself with those of his 
predecessor. Fortunately there is good rea- 
son to expect that they will be able to bear 
thorough investigation and tests. The 
knowledge derived from the largely experi- 
mental work of building the Roach cruis- 
ers has been of great value; the careful 
studies of the best specimens of foreign 
planning and construction have been fruit- 
ful and promising; the liberality of Con- 
gress has enabled contractors to go to work 
on a large scale. The Cramps, for example, 
have under construction not only the two 
vessels to be launched to-day, but two much 
larger also. The standards of speed and 
other qualities have been set so high in all 
the newer vessels that even should some of 
them fall short of their contract require- 
ments they will still doubtless relatively 
surpass the groups already constructed. 

The Yorktown, which has the honor of 
leading off in these new additions to the 
navy, is one of the smaller and less ambi- 
tious of them. She is of only 1,700 tons 
displacement, while the Atlania and Boston 
are of 3,000 tons each, and the Chicago of 
4,500. The smallest of the forthcoming 
cruisers has also more than double the dis- 
placement of the Yorktown. She comes 
nearer in size to the Dolphin, but while the 
latter is only classed as a dispatch boat, 
able to carry a couple of 6-inch guns, the 
Yorkiown is not only to have a knot more 
speed, but to carry six 6-inch guns. Thus 
she will be a genuine vessel of war and 
serviceable in many ways. The British 
vessels which the Yorktown and her sister 
ships, the Bennington and Concord, now 
uuder construction, most resemble, and 
whose designs are understood to have been 
the most carefully studied when our own 
gunboats were planned, are those known 
as the Archer class. If this supposition be 
correct the three gunboats will no doubt 
prove most useful, since their British pro- 
totypes have given great satisfaction. At 
a moderate cost vessels suitable for station 
service are secured, provided with all 
modern improvements in protective decks 
and coal bunkers, ventilation, drainage, 
electric lights, and so on, and with adequate 
batteries for their purpose. 

If the Yorktown presents an example of 
the most approved type of vessel for her 
displacement, the dynamite cruiser, on the 
other hand, is an utter novelty. While her 
expected speed of twenty knots should 
give her a worthy place among the class of 
torpedo cruisers to which she properly be- 
longs, her battery, consisting of three guns 
or tubes, from which are to be projected, by 
the force of compressed air, shells contain- 
ing 200 pounds of dynamite, are likely to 
surpass in destructive effect anything 
hitherto attempted -in movable torpedoes. 
The progress of this vessel will be watched 
with great interest, since, while her success 
alone will entitle her to a place in the navy, 
that success would undoubtedly lead to the 
building of other craft of the same type. 


Gen. BOULANGER’S proposed visit to the 
Department of the Nord about the middle 
of May seems to be in pursuance of the one 
principle that his following has seized on— 
that of keeping up a constant excitement, 
with himself as its centre. A curious de- 
velopment of the same endeavor to found a 
political system on this sort of performance 
is in a Bordeaux editor’s project of a 
“plebiscitary league” for the support of 
BouLANGER. This seems to be a new form 
of the old programme of having BOULANGER 
continually voted for on all occasions in all 
quarters, as a kind of universal candidate 
and means of testing the popular strength 
of his cause.

The one idea in Boulangerism clearly vis- 
ible is that of a perpetual balloting for its 
chief, so thatit is already a ‘‘plebiscitary 
league,” and thus far not much else,

REDUCING WAGES. 
WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 27.—After a 
season of great prosperity the Wilkesbarre Axle

SECRETARY VILAS REPORTS THE FACTS 
TO CONCRESS. 

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The Speaker to- 
day laid before the House the reply of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior tothe xesolution ealiing upon 
him for information in his Pposseusi«y relating to 


the alloged frauds upon the Govarument by the 
California Redwood Company, and also for in- 
formatien as to what suits have heen instituted 
for the recovery of the lands hel by the eom- 
pany and whatadditional legislation is necessary 
to secure the rights of the Government in tke 
matter. The Secretary incloses a number of 
reports from the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office upon the subject azd suminarizes 
ther: as follows: 

“The Commissioner states in his report that 
he has very little information as to the Califor- 
nia Redwood Company, but a large aznount of 
information in relation to the Humboldt Ke. 
wood Company and its operations. Both af 
these companies are compsned of fureign cap- 
italiata, and !f is bolleved that the aame persona, 
with afew exceptinus, perhaps, are stockiolders 
In both, anc exch was organized for tua curpese 
of more efocituauy promoting the acquisition af 
the Redwood timber lands of the Government. 
It is disclosed by the papers that the echeme 
Was @utered inio by membors of sue firms of J. 
Russ & Co. and Faulkner, fell & Ce.. beth of 
Sau Francisco, to ovtain possession of the yalua- 
ble readwooa forests tn FAuwpeidt County, Cal 
After a careful exatcination by ex parts as to the 
extent and character of this thaber, James dD. 
Walkerofthe drm ef Faulknar, Ushi & Co. pro 
ceeded ic Edinburgh, Se»tiand, and marie a 
contract with a syndicate of capisaiicts there te 
sell them $50,000 acres of redwood timber 
land at $7 ao acre, 1t being nade te appear to 
the syndicate that it was ‘vorth at the vers 
least $200 per acre. It was axreed by the con- 
tracting parties that payments for the iands 
Were to be made as fast as Walker obtained 
deeds}for the same. Tn furtheranceof the zeueral 
plau, first, the Caiifornia Redwood Company and 
subsequentiy the Humboldt Redwood Company 
Were tormed, both companies being composed 
of the same stockholders, all of whera were fer- 
eigners, except H. (. Patnam, an American 
citizen, Who appears to have Leen interested tc 
the extent of one-tenth.” 

After reciting the details of the plan followed 
by the managers of the cencerna. (whieh, in 
brief, consisted in the employment of agents 
and sub-agents, who were tu furnish men at $3 
each to make entries of tin:her lands, which 
claims, when perfected, were t>) be sald to the 
companies at $50 each,) the Secretary says: 
“Under this weli-concocted schems, boldly car- 
ried oul, more than 57,000 acres of land were 
entered and titls sought te be obtained ta 
perhaps the moat valuable tract of timber lang 
in the United States, valued by experts of 
the conspirators at $11,000,000 aud proba- 
bly worth more, Al! the eéntries thus 
fraudulently made avd numbers not pro- 
gressed to patent, have boen canceled or 
recommended for cancellation by the Commis- 
sioner of the Geueral Lard Otlice, and more are 
under investigation by that officer. Some appli- 
Cations to enter wsre never approved hecause 
of the mineral character =f the lands. Ip 
November, 1386, the Secretary of the Interior 
requesied the Attoraey-General to lustitute suit 
to secure the cancellation of patents issued on 
151 entries, believed to have been made througn 
the fraud or connivance of an-l for the beselit cf 
parties Interested in the Humboldt Reiward 
Company, and also im the corapany mentioned 
in the reselution, and sudsequently, isn Marea 
Jast, @ similar request wae made In rsiation te 
ali entries of a sluillar Character and aguin aa ts 
six others.” 

_In response to tha inquiry as to what iexisla- 
tion is needed to securs the rights of the Gov: 
ernment in thé matter, the Secretary invites 
attention to the !etter of the Commissioner of 
the Land Office to the register at the Huwboldt 
Land Offices, wherein it is shown that the gen- 
eral agents were unable to pruduce testimony 
of general importance in the investigation of 
these frauds, because there is no process of 
law by which witnesses can be compelled 
to attend and testify in hearings before 
the land officers. For years Congres? 
has been urged to enact such laws 
a8 Will remedy this evil. “ Therefore,” saya the 
Secretary in conciusion, “* [respectfully suggest 
that appropriate legislation be cnacted confer- 
ring upon Registers and Receivers the neces- 
sary authority to summon andenforce the at 
tendance of witnesses in hearings ef coutests 
before such officers. Such sainmone should be 
served through the ordimary local officers hav- 
ing like power in the State or Terciterr in 
which the land is situated.”

London, April 27.—The Grosvenor Gal- 
lery opened its list of Spring oll exhibitions 
with the worst and weakest show I have ever 
seen in London. Doubtless the secession of Carr 
and Halle and Starling to the New Gallery ac- 
counts for something of the lamentable falling 
off in the Grosvenor. But while there is very 
little good stuff in the mass of pictures by now 
and unknown men, mostofsuch of the older 
artists as have not deserted the place exhibit 
poorer pictures than their wont. 

The most striking painting in the collection 
ts a hig canvas by Jobn R. Reed called “Smue- 
glers—Curnwall Sixty Years Aco.” It is strange- 
ly unlike anything he has done before, being 
stolidly crowded. Thecanvas is filled with all 
sorts of lurid people. with no perspective and 
violent coloring. Itis sensational rather than 
good. - William J. Nolton, formerly of Boston, 
makes a very notable advance, showing two 
large marine figure pieces full of human in- 
terest, clever drawing, and strong handling.

Cotman has a bold, well-painted picture in the 
solid Gerinan style, of two girls at a spinning 
wheel, which is likely to bea popular engraving. 

Tooth’s Gallery in the Haymarket will to- 
morrow begin a three months’ exhibition of the 
largest Meissonier ever shown.

SUSPICIONS OF POISONING. 

Frank Nowlan, a nurse at the Long Isl- 
and College Hospital, was found dead in his 
room in the bospital yesterday morning, and it 
was supposed that he had beer poisoned. Now- 
lan had been given a day oft Thursday, and had 
not returned to the hospital until midnight. He 
said he had been to Barnum’s circus, after tak- 
ing dinner with his wife at the home of her 
sister, 268 Fifteenth-street. The dinner con- 
sisted mainly of lobster, of which dish Nowlan 
ate very heartily. He left the house at 10:15, 
but did not get_to the hospital until nearly two 
hours later. No one heard any disturbance in 
Nowlan’s room, and when the doer was broken 
open the nurse was found lying on the bed, 
fully dressed. On the table in the middle of the 
room wes a sheet of paper on which he had writ- 
ten a letter to his. wife stating that he felt ill 
and thought the lobster had made him sick. The 
letter closed with the words:, “It grows dim 
and I can scarcely see. The light is fading 
away—.” Here the letter broke off abruptly. 
Last night Dr. Shepard held an autopsy on 
Nowlan’s body, but could find no trace of poison. 

Nowilanu was a Swede, 40 years old, and his 
Teal name was Martin Jurgerson, but he had 
been known as Nowlan since he became a nurse 
in the hospital, six years ago.

TO HEAD OFF CORRUPTION 


JHE FASSEIT ANTI-BRIBERY 
BILL SIRENGIHENED. 
FRANKLIN WOODRUFF AGAIN ANXIOUS 
TO “CONVINCE” SOME LEGISLATORS 

—THE CANAL FIGHT POSTPONED, 

ALBANY, April 27.—The Fassett Anti- 
Bribery bill has finally been reported by the 
Conference Committee. The Assembly Commit- 
tee receded from the amendments tacked upon 
it by Crank Platt and Assemblyman Greene, 
and the members of the Senate Committee 
agreed to accept this amendment of Assembly- 
man Weed: 

“Tt shall not be lawful for any employer to dl- 
rectly or indirectly coerce or improperly influence 
any person tn his employ for the purpose of induc- 
ing such employe to cast his vote for or withhold 
his vote from any candidate for any office at any 
tmounicipal, county, district, State, or national elec- 
tion held in the State of New-York.” 

The Senate confirmed the report andit was 
sent to the Assembly for action. The Dill is 
stronger 6ven than when it was introduced. 

Franklin Woodruff of Brooklyn bas made his 
annual visitation to Albany fur the purpose of 


killing the bill to reduce grain elevator charges. 
Mr. Woodruff is a portly gentleman whose 
presence suggests wealth. He is an object of 
great interest to those members of the Legisla- 
ture who have been hunvgering all Winter fora 
fat victim to pluck. Just how Mr. Woodruff 
manages, to whom he cuntides the purposes of 
his niission, aud the cost of these annual 
Pilgrimages to the SBtate Capitol are 
mmatters too secret to be divulged. It can be 
truthfully said that when Mr. Woodruff leaves 
Albany the bill which is to cut down the tolls 
levied by the grain elevator ring upon the com- 
merce of the Erie Canaljis dead beyond resur- 
rection. It remaina to be seen how many Sen- 
ators Mr. Woodruff will “ convince” this year. 

The Senate Judiciary Committee has favor- 
ably reported the Ives Anti-Bucketshop bill 
once more. This is the bill which Co). Fellows 
and Dé Lancey Nicoll argued was absolutely 
necessary if the bucketshops of New-York are 
to be suppressed and the 22 indictments in the 
District Attorney’s ottice are te be prosecuted 
successfully. The bucketshop keepers are 
wealthy, and naturally are ready to protect 
their interests. They have three friends 
in the Judiciary Committee—Senators 
Raines, Vedder, and Erwin. These three 
Senators urged the other members of the com- 
mittee to defer any report upon the bill. Their 
plea was that some gentlemen, acquaintances 
of theirs, want ‘“‘a further hearing.” This is 
such an vld dodge for killing a bill by delay 
that Senators Robertson, Foley, Kellogg, and 
tinally Ives voted the proposition down. and 
then voted to report the bill favorably. It ts 
now in general order, and what its fate will be is 
problematical. A determined fight will be made 
against it by the bucket-shop dealers and their 
allies in both houses. 

The Assembly Appropriations Committee to- 
day reported again the bill authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a committee of Assemblymen to 
take charge of the proposed repxirs to the Ca 
itol, and appropriating $350,000 for the wor 
When the bill was recommitted yesterday, the 
committee was instructed to add either Capitol 
Commissioner Perry or Mr. Andrews, the Super- 
intendent of Public Buildings, or both, to the 
commission. It basadded Mr. Andrews. The 
bill will be considered next Tuesday. 

Tie Canal Appropriation bill providing $1,000,- 
000 for the lengthening of locks and for dredz- 
ing the canais of the State, which passed the 
Assembly without opposition vesterday, its 
friends having finally mustered all their forces, 
was not announced in the Senate to-day, and 
the fight which is certain to come in the upper 
house is thus postponed until next week. Sen- 
ator Sloan will lead those who hope to cut the 
appropriation down to $570,000. 

Senator Murphy introduced a bill_authorizing 
the Governor to detail the Ninth Regiment to 
attend the exercises at Gettysburg in July next.

Judge Robertson passed his bill to-day pro- 
viding the necessary election machinery for sub- 
mitting to the electors next Fall the propused 
constitutional amendment creating a second 
part of the Court of Appeals. 

T. D. Sullivan’s bill prohibiting the sale of 
papers in the stations of the elevated railroads 
came up in the Assembly to-day, with appar- 
ently a good prospect of passing, but the fact 
that it was not engrossed caused it to be laid 
aside. The Railroad Commissioners investi- 
gated this matter a year ago, and in effect gave 
it as their opinion that the sale of papers in the 
stations was a necessary evil.

THE BUTTONMAKERS AGAIN, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

About two weeks ago an unfortunate 
buttonmaker stated in the so-called “Talks on 
the Tariff’ in a protectionist paper the follow- 
ing: vm 

“We pay men all the wa 
accordipg to their skill. The girls get from $1 to 
$175 perday. In Germany men for the same class 
of work earn from 40 cents to $1; girls about 20 
cents perday. In Bohemia wages are just about 
one-haif what they are in Germany.” _ 

I then simply showed from the census returns 
of 1880 that at the lowest figures, namely at $2, 
wages for men, $1, wages for women per day, 
and only $3 a week for children, that the state- 
mept was false by no less than $735,686 per 
annum. After lying for more than two weeks in 
pickle two no doubt highly-respectable button 


manufacturers have come apparently te the 
rescue and I will give their statements: 


‘Mr. James H. Ruggles of 351 Canal-street states 
that he employs 35 weh and 45 women. He pers 
two men $2U a wesk each, twenty from $12 to $15 
per week each, ove $10, one $8, ani one boy $6. The 
women earn from $1 to $8 per week. He knows of 
his own knowledge of the manufacturers who pay 
an average of $2 a day to their men.” 

Now let me analyze this statement. First. Mr. 
Ruggles employs, ne says, 35 men, and accounts 
for 2 men at $20 a week each, 20 men from $12 
*o $15 per week, 1 man at $8 a week—23 men. 
Well, then. why not give the wages for the other 
12 men? The women, Mr. Ruggies says, earn 
from $4 to $8 a week. What is the average? 
How many earn $4 and how many earn $8 a 
week? 

Mr. Atwood is more explicit. He says: 

“Mr. J. W. Atwood of 106 Canal-street says thas 
he employs 20 men and boys and about 100 women. 
Two of the men earn $30 a week, one $24, one $17, 
eleven $15, four $9, and one $14. The females earn 
at pece work from $5 to $6 ver week. Mr. Atwood 
knows of two werkmen inthe City Button Works 
who earn $10 per day as stated by Mr. Liebman.” 

An establishment that employs only 20 men 
to “100 women” and 1 boy must necessarily 
pay high wages to the few men as skilled labor- 
ere, and witb all this strained and compulsory 
statewent it seems that he gives the wages of 
wemen only $5 to $6 a week. Both manufact- 
urers agree that the wages of women begin at 
$4 and $5, respectively. As for some men earn- 
ing actually $10 a day, we would like to know 
what kind of skilled labor they perform, and 
how wany there are of them? Ten dollarsa 
day wages is $60 a week, or $3,120 per annum. 
What are these men? Areythey artisis, and 
how many? What I showed from official 
returns was that the wages returved 
dy the census of 1880, was $2,380,816, and the 
whole hands employed were 2,128 men, 3,052 
women, and 640 children, which, at the lowest 
wages named by the unfortunate button mapu- 
facturer, viz., $2 aday for men and $1 a& day 
for women’s wages, shows that there are $7335,- 
686 due to false statements either by the census 
or the man who wade the statement. Now, as it 
is an actual fact that the manufacturors give 
the number of handsemployed and the wages 
paid, the manufacturers must have given false 
returns, which ia not very likely, as they would 
not for their own sake understate the wages 
paid, as the protection journal modestly sug- 
geats.

MORE ABOUT THE TRUSTS. 


THE STANDARD AND THE COTTONSEED 
OIL COMBINES UNDER FIRE. 

WasuHincTon, April 27.—Mr. Joseph D. 
Potts of Philadelphta, formerly President of the 
Empire Transportation Company, which was 
bought out by the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany in 1877, was the first witness In the 
trust investigation before the House Committee 
on Manufactures this morning. He testified 
that the Empire Company became interested in 
refining in order to protect their transportation 
business. The Pennsylvania Ratlroad, with 
which the Empire Company had a contract, in-’ 
formed the company that its contract would be 
terminated, and gave them the option of selling 
out. He did not know it personally, but his 
theory was that the Standard had suggested the 


urchase to the Pennsylvania Railroad, alloeg- 
ng that a transportation company ought not to 
do a refining business. 

Daniel O’Day of Buffalo, General Manager of 
the National Transit Company, one of the 
Standard’s branches, testified that the American 
Transfer Company, & former pipe line com- 
pany, of which he was an ofticer, received 221 
cents — barrel drawback trom the Penusylva- 
nia Railroad on all oil shipped. Did not know 
the total amount received by this arrangement, 
nor where the books were which would show it. 
The company received drawbacks from the 
Erie Railroad to pay the expense of piping oil 
from O}l City to the tracks of the Erie, which 
could not get to the “ lower” oil fleld. A noia- 
inal rate of 25 cents per barrel was 
also charged the owner of the oil for ite 
transportation trom the well to tho Erie Koad. 
Referring to the matter of transportation of 
oil from Macksburg, Ohio, to Marietta, Ohio, the 
witness was questioned with respect to alleged 
discrimination against Mr. George Rice and 
others in favor of the Standard Oil Company 
by the Cleveland and Marietta Rallroad, as 
developed in @ recent auit. Witness said that 
the railroad agreed to a division of rates, which 
division, he believed, was 20 cents to the 
Standard and 15 cents to the railroad. The 
railroad also agreed to give the Standard 20 
cents a barrel on all oll shipped by other per- 
sons and made an accounting thereunder, but 
the money was refunded by the Standard on ad- 
vice of counsel that it was illegal. 

Heury M. Flagler of New-York City, one of the 
original Standard Oil men and Secretary of the 
Standard Oil Trust, gave a history of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Ohio, its acquisition from 
time to time of other retineries and o11 works, by 
purchase for cash or etock 1n the Standard, and 
of the various transactions leading up to the 
formation of the Standard Oil Trust. The capt- 
talization of the Standard Oil Trust at the pres- 
ent time is $90,000,000, and the market value of 
each $100 of the capital stock is about $160, 
making the total market value of the trust $144,- 
000,000. The dividends for 1887 were 10 per 
cent. on the capital stock. The average divi- 
dends had been 7 per cent. and the average 
earnings 13 percent. Outof the surplus stock 
dividends haa been in part declared. 

The American Cottonseed Oil Trust was next 
taken up, and in reply to a question witness 
said that unfortunately he was interested in the 
trust as ashdreholder. The President of the 
trust was J. H. Flagler, @ very distant relative, 
if any kin at all. 

Representative Buchanan—It has been stated 
that this trust includes within its membership 
the stockholders formed in different cities for 
the purpose of supplying the inhabitants with 
Manufactured gas. Is there any foundation for 
oa statement! A,—No, Sir; nottomy knowl- 
ede. 

Q.—It has also been stated as to horse car 
lines? A.—That is also untrue. 

Q.—And as to the Cottonseed Oil Trust, is the 
Standard interested in that? A.—No, Sir; noth- 
ing of the kind. 

The witness said that he, as an individual, 
wasa atockholder in the Cottonseed Oil Trust. 
He had used the term “unfortunate possessor 
of stock’’ because he had not takeu advantage 
of an opportupity to sell, and the stock had 
since declined. He had held it tive years, and 
had received a dividend of 1 per cent. Certain 
parties, the witness said, in order to make peo- 
ple believe they had govd backing. had repre- 
sented that the Standard Oil Trust was béhind 
them in their enterprises. This was especially 
true of certain Chicago horse car lines. Those 
representations were absolutely and unqial- 
ifiedly false. The trust, by the terms of its 
agreement, had no right to engage in the horse 
car and orher businesses. 

After being discharged from the stand Mr. 
Flagler asked to be allowed to make a state- 
ment, and said that he nad been advised that he 
had made a serious misstatement in saying that 
the Standard Oil Trust was not interested in any 
natural gas corporation. He was advised that 
tho trust was the holder of stock of one or two 
natural gas companies.

WHAT THE PRESBYTERY OF LOUISVILLE 
SAYS ON THE QUESTION OF UNION. 
LovISVILLE, Ky., April 27.—The Presby- 
tery of Louisville has adopted the following con- 


cerning the union of the Northern and Southern 
Churches: 


“In reference to the question of union Detween 
the Presbyterian Church in the United States of 
America and the Presbyterian Churoh in the United 
states, commouly designated as the Northern and 
Southern Presbyterian Charches, the Presbrtery 
of Louisville, now in session, expressea the follow- 
ing judgment, viz.: Until our Northern brethren 
can see their way clear to adopt the policy of or- 
ganizing the colored people of the Nor 
into separate churches, presbyteries, and synods 
of their own, and until there shall be @ 
clearer and fuller understanding brought to 
Dear upon the minds of many of our 
people in reference to their interpretation and appli- 
cation of those points of our common ecclesiastical 
that now deal with secular and political questiors, 
we judge tiat the age peace, aud prosperity of 
beth churches will be best secured by ceasing to 
agitate or prosecute the Bay em of organic union, 
at least for the present. e have reached this judg- 
ment from opinions expressed among ourselves as 
well as opinions and judgments that come tous 
through various sources, from different parts of our 
Southern Church. Whatever, therefore, may be the 
individual views, feelings, and desires of some of the 
members of this Presbytery in regard to the great 
question of organic union,yet for the sake of harmony 
und toawaitthe unfoldings of God's providence in 
the future, we doall now join in the above expressed 
judgment. And, while expressing ourselves thus, 
we at the same time affirm that we cherish toward 
our Northern brethren the most kind and fraternal 
feelings. We admire their learning and ability, 
acknowledge their piety, zeal, and enterprise in 
preaching and extending the spread and triumphs 
of the Gospel: commend their interest in, and 
their labors for the intellectual and spiritual 
advancement of Southern colored people: believe 
they are of like faith and order with ourselves, and 
do therefore most heartiiy rejoice in their = a 
power and eo *”e ‘heir standards of doctrine 
and church order are our standards, whatever 
differences of views may obtain between them and 
us in reference to the exact interpretation of a tew 
ot the points contained in these. Hence their suc- 
cees everywhere is, in part at least, our success. 
We are one inatrue scriptural sense, even in the 
absence of a visible or accomplished organic union.”

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THE FAILURE A SURPRISE 


OLARKE AND RADOLIFFE 
STILL IN THE . DARK. 
BOTH DECLARE THEY DO NOT UNDER-: 
STAND IT—THE TWO DARTS NOT TO 

BE FOUND. 


The cause of the failure of Clarke, Rad- 
eliffe & Co., the hosiery commission house, is 
still a mystery. Frederick B. Bard, the As- 
signee, said yesterday that he had a force of 
experts engaged in an examination of the books, 
and probably would be able to make a state 
ment of the firm’s financial condition to some of 
the principal creditors to-day, but he would not 
give any information to the press before Mon- 
aay. 

All the partners in the firm save Russell Dart, 
Jr., Who could not ve found professed to be asig- 
norant of the causes of the failureas the veriest 
vutsider. Messrs Clarke and Radcliffe said that, 
2p to noon on Thursday, they would have sworn 
that the tirm was worth $100,000 over all liabil- 
nes. Tney were summoned by telegram tothe law 
office of Gruber & Bard, 261 Broadway, where 
they found Russell Dart, their bookkeeper and 
tioancial Manager and the father of one of the 
partners, with the firm’s books of account. He 
told them that he had summoned them to meet 
him there because they could not goon any 
longer. The firm’s obligations were maturing, 
and there was no money tomeet them. Mr. Dart 
youchbsafed no further explanation of the con- 


dition of things, they said, but left the books 
with Mr. Burd, to whom the firm shorly after 
pxecuted an assignment. 

Rumors of a defalcation were in circulation 
yesterday in alleged explanation of the failure. 
Messrs. Clarke and Radclitte are said to have 
ixpressed the suspictor that that was the prob- 
thle eXplanation of the failure, for, although 
dDusiness had not been as satisfactory during 
the Spring as was desired, theirs was purely a 
commission business, and there was no legit- 
imate outlet for large losses where ordi- 
wary pruderce was exercised. Russell 
Dact, Sr, although not a _ partner, had 
been the olkee man and financial manager of 
the firm ever since it began business, and his 
statements had been implicitly -relied upon. In 
February he prepared a statement of the condl- 
tion of the firm on Jan. 1, from which it ap- 
peared that the assets at that time consisted of 
gvod accounts—$142,569 49; advances to the 
hosiery milis on manufactured stock, $227,- 
879 90, and cash in bank, $32.614 97, a total of 
#4103,064 36, and their Mabilities were in all 
$252,417 O7—showing a balance of assets over 
Niabilities of over $150,000. Unlees this was a 
false statemant, or the woney of the firm has 
beon improperly used, the firm must have suf- 
fsred losses of at loast $150,000 within the 
6pace of iess thau three months—a thing deemed 
incrodibie 

Neither Russell Dart nor his son was seen 
about ihe store yesterday, nor had the Assignee 
seen them since Thursday. Previous to that 
Jay they lived in apparent affluence at 165 West 
Seventy-nJnth-street. A TiMES reporter was in- 
‘ormed last night that neither of them had been 
et bumoe during the day, and the maid who 
auswered the reporter’s inquiry said that she 
lid not think they had slept at home the night 
before. 

The principal judgmert creditor, Graham P. 
Kenyon of Syracuse, was 2 wealthy merchant 
of the tirm of Kenyon, Potter & Co. He is the 
tather of Frederick W. Kenyon, the junior part- 
nerin the insolvent frm. The amount of his 
judgment was $121,896. It was for money 
which he had deposited with the firm, to be 
drawn against at bis convenionce. as had been 
his custom ever since his son entered the 
rm, on Jan. 1, 1884. The other judgment ered- 
itors were friends of the various partners, who 
had lent money tothe firm. The stock in New- 
York, ameunting in value to about $40,000, and 
in Amsterdam, to $160,000, was levied upon by 
the Sheriff to satisfy the execution issued upon 
tho confessed judgments. 

P. S. Kinsey, manufacturer of stockinets at 
Paterson, N. J., whose office was with Clarke, 
Radcliffe & Co., is involved in their failure. 
Yesterday a chattel mortgage for $18,705 was 
placed in favor of E. Herdt on his stock and ma- 
chinery. He has been in business since 1884, 
and claimed a capital of about $23,000. Mr. 
Bard said that Mr. Kinsey was mixed up with 
the firm on acceptances, and Le was on some of 
their paper. He also owed the firm considerable 
Toney, but he could not tell the amount until 
the accounts hud been adjusted. He supposed 
the chuttel mortgage bad been given to cover 
any equity.

THE HOL END OF 1HE POKER, 


THE JOURNEYMEN BREWERS HAVE GOT 
A TIGHT GRIP ON IT. 


The investigation undertaken by the } 
State Board of Arbitration of the controversy 


which led to the lock-out by the brewers of their 
union workmen does not promise very cheerful 
results for the brewers’ uuion or for unions gen- 
erally. Secretary Louis Herbrand of the Na- 
tional Union of Journeymen Brewers, was 
aqueezed pretty badly Thursday; yesterday he 
Was turned inside out, and when he left the wit- 
ness stand the confident air that he wore on as- 
suming that position was not visibie. : 

The first admission that he was compelled, very 
much against his will, to make, was that he had 
sent a telegram to Milwaukee ordering the men 


in the breweries there to strike at once.. Then 
he was forced to say that he had paid for the 
circulars sent to Milwaukee and elsewhere, and 
known as the Milwaukee boycott circulars. 
Much against his will he read a resolution adopt- 
ed by his national union Oct. 13 of last year, in 
which it was decided tv “organize” the commis- 
sion malthouses in Milwaukee and to send a 
biack hst of all non-union malthouses to all 
brewers and to insist upon the enforcement of a 
boycott against those named in the list. To the 
suprise of Samuel Gompers the witness said, 
when asked if the subscriptions to the Brewers’ 
Journal, of which he was editor, were com- 
warp or voluntary, that the national union 

ud resolved that half of its membership should 
subscribe tor the Journal. 

Lawyer Untermwyer asked for an opportunity 
to tind out bow mucb of the woney contributed 
by the unlon for unlon purposes weut into the 
pockets of the leaders, but the board decided 
against him. Herbrand said that as Secretary 
of the National Union he had received $15 a 
Week and expenses, but since he became editor 
of the brewers’ paper be received $40 a week, of 
which about half was spent for expenses. The 
brewers had paraded on the night following the 
hanging of the Chicago Anarchists to show they 
did not think the Avarchiste had a fair trial. He 
“guessed” he was not an Anurchist. The ban- 
ner of the Brewers’ Union was produced, but 
Lawyer Untermyer said it was not the red flag 
to which he had referred. The banner is a huge 
atfair of red silk. In the centre {s a figure repe 
resenting Gambrinus, and about this are such 
inacriplions as “‘in Unity is Strength” and 
**Hops and Malt God Preserve.” 

“ Bloodthirsty” was the word used by Lawyer 
Untermyer to describe some of the articles in 
Herbrand’s paper. Mr. Gompers said some 
people were “gold thirsty.” The lawyer re- 
toried “That's not illegal.” Herbrand said the 
initiation fee of the union was $25. The duea 
of the local union were 45 cents a month and of 
the National Union 10 cents a month. If aunion 
was on strike the working members were taxed 
for its support one day’s wages per week. 

Why were eight Milwaukee malthouses boy- 
cotted? Because they would not sign an agree- 
ment with the unlons. 

What did Herbrand mean by a boycott? When 
certain bread, meat, or beer was boycotted that 
bread or meat was not to be eaten or the beer 
drank by those who put the boycott on or by 
their friends. 

Had tbe witness written 2a certain German 
boycott circular which was produced? He was 
advised by his counsel not to answer un the 
ground that it might tend to criminate him. 

Twice during the proceedings Secretary Kurz- 
enknabe ef Journeymen Brewers’ Union No. 1 
was reproved for attempting to coach the wit- 
ness. urzenknabe was finally told to sit down 
some distance from the witness stand and he 
did soindignantly. Herbrand said the jonrney- 
mer brewers left the Knights of Labor because 
they were ordered by Diatrict Asserably No. 49 
to strike out of sympathy with the coal shovel- 
ers, and refused becuuse they were under con- 
tract for a year to theiremployers. Tnis was 
almust the only bit of testimony he gave that 
was of value to his side of the cuse, aud having 
given it he was permitted to retire. 

Several witnesses were produced to show that 
the union was organized at the request of the 

brewery proprietors. It was shown that the 
foremen and others had favored the formation 
of a union. The investigation lasted until 7 
o’clock last evening, aud will be continued at 10 
o’clock this morring.

CARTER AND CONNEFF TO MEET TO-DAY 
—MR. HEGEMAN’S RESIGNATION. 

A great deal of interest is being taken 
by those interested in athletics in the second 
annual meeting of the Cross Country Associa- 
tion, which is to be held this afternoon at Fleet- 
wood Park. The meeting of Carter and Conneff 
is eagerly looked forward to, and the !ndica- 
tions are that the first out-door athletics 
of the season will be witnessed by a large 
crowd. Malcolm W. Ford is entered as an indi- 
vidual competitor, not attached to any club, 
and, though he is said not to be in nis best form, 


expects to push Sherrill hard in the 120 yards’ 
run. All the contests are well entered for. 

E. C. Carter is now the official handicapper of 
the National Cross Country Association, in place 
of W. G. Hegeman. Mr. Hegeman’e resignation 
was received and accepted ata meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the association held on 
Thursday evening. The trouble arose over a 
new system of handicapping adopted by Mr. 
Hegeman, which was not acceptable to the 
association. . Secretary Hughes of the Manhat- 
tan Athletic Club, who is Vice-President 
of the Cross Country Association, said last 
evening that there was no doubt that Mr. Hege- 
man wasavery able handicapper and- had al- 
ways worked well for the assuciation. “ But,” 
he continued, “his new syatem could not be ac- 
cepted by the association and was not pleasing 
to the competitors. For instance: In to-mor- 
row’s contests at the annual championship meet- 
ingin the 120 yards’ run Sherrill of Yale, who 
holds the amateur champlonship,is scratch man. 
Mr. Hegeman put him at 34 yards, and, al- 
though there was noone at scratch he would 
have gone on record as being given so much 
start. That, of course, he did not like. Mr.

for getting the 109 laborers and faxirs into the 
country without their undergoing the close. 
questioning of Castle Garden, but it worked. 
Collector Magone said yesterday that the 
matter was one belonging to the Commissioners 
ot Emigration and notto him. The attention of 
Secretary Jackson of the Board of Emigration 
Commissioners was called to the case, and he 
said he should recommend to the board that 
hereafter the passengers on the steamships of 
the Bordeanx Line be questioned on board by 
Castile Garden inspectors. This will put an end 
to dodges of a similar character. Ten of those 
who came on the Chiteau Lafitte called at Castle 
Garden yesterday for remittances which were 
for them there. These amounted to about 825. 
The 10 were going to Worcester, Muss,

“MISS DAVENPORT WINS. 


BARRYMORE’S CLAIM TO “LA TOSCA” 
DECIDED AGAINST HIM. 


Judge Barrett yesterday, after listening 
to ex-Judge A. J. Dittenhoefer in behalf of Miss 
Davenport, and to William F. Howe in behalf 
of Maurice Barrymore, decided that Miss Day- 
enport ought not to be enjoined from producing 
“La Tosca.” Judge Barrett said that Mr. Barry- 
more had by no means proved that “La Tosca” 
was a plagiarism of * Nadjezda;” that Miss Dav- 
enport had expended a great deal of money in 
bringing out “La Tosca;” that she was perfectly 
responsible, andif Mr. Barrymore was entitled 
to any damages he could eventually collect 
them of Miss Davenport. 

Any quantity of affidavits were read on each 
side, but the only new things were by Sarah 
Bernhardt, Miss Davenport, and Victorien Sar- 
dou. Miss Bernhardt swore that she had never 
seen Barrymore; that he had never shown her 
the manuscript of ‘‘ Nadjezda;” that she knew 
nothing about “ Nadjezda,” and tuat conse- 
quently she had never told Sardou anything 
about it. Miss Bernhardt also said that when 
she was in Chili, in 1886, she wrote to Sardou 
to prepare a new play for ber, to be produced 
upon her return to France. Sarcou said that he 
had had the material of * La Tosca’ in his desk 
for 15 years, having taken it from a French 
history which warrated a Scarpia incident 
of the sixteenth century at Eordeaux; he alse 
called attention to the fact that the terrible 
a made by Scarpia to La Tosca had 

een used as the basis of many poems and 
dramas, notably “ Measure for Measure.” M. 
Sardou said also that he had “ La Tosca” written 
when Beruhardt returned to Parisin August, 
1887, although owing to repairs in the theatre 
in consequence of the burning of the Opéra 
Comique, the Porte St. Martin was not opened 
until November, 1887, and * La Tosca” was not 
brought out. He denied any obligation to 
Barrymore. 

Miss Davenport put a good deal of feminine 
spite into her atHdavit. She asserts that she 
paid Sardou 100,000f. for the might to produce 
**La Tosca” in this country and 10,000f. for in- 
cidentals; that it cost her $38,000 to put ‘** La 
Tosca” on the stage of the Broadway Theatre. 
She charged that Barrymore’s claim that ‘‘ La 
Tosea” is taken from ** Nadjezda” is only one of 
the claims which “obscure authors are in the 
habit of making; that Sardou hae plagiarized 
from them in order to get notoriety.” 
She says that Barrymore has _ testified 
under oath that he did not own ‘ Nad- 
jezda,” having transferred that honor to his 
wife, Geurgie Drew Barrymore, to pay her for 
money which she had given him with which to 
suppert the family; that ** Nadjezda’’ hau been a 
notorious “failure, Modjeska and everybody 
else having had to drop it; that Barrymore was 
notoriously insolvent, whereas she was pecuni- 
ous to an eminent degree. 

Miss Davenport was present arrayed in great 
splendor, and with her bair as blonde as blonde 
could ‘be. Mrs. E. L. Davenport, her mother, 
her brother, and a friend, Mrs. Barry, sat beside 
her. Many theatrical people were present, and 
the court room was crowded with spectators. 
Miss Davenport smiled sweetly at Judge Bar- 
rett when he gave his decision, and, taking ex- 
Judge Dittenhoecfer’s arm, sailed out with great 
mnajesty.

Constant Andrews, Gen. Ward, Fulton Paul, ex- 
Coysul to Roumania; Judges Brady, Lawrence, 
Van Brunt, Ingraham, and Patterson; Recorder 
Smyth, a delegation from the Manhattan €)ub, 
including Thomas Fiske, Leice:(er Holm | ind 
Morris Raymond; Francis Houtalin «..¢ Jchn 
Graham Sawyer. The ushers were Wi:liam F.

Upon the arrival of the coffin at the chancel 
the quartet of svloists, Miss Ida Hubbell, Miss 
Adelaide Foresman, George Simpson, and Dr. 
Carl E. Martin, chanted Psalmcxxx., the strains 
of which died away as the last of the funeral 
procession became seatea. The procession was 
led by Bishop Potter and the Rev. Dr. Hunting- 
ton, the latter reading ‘‘I am the Resurrection.” 
Chief-Justice Ruger and Judge Robert Earl of 
the Court uf Appeals led the lineof pall bearers, 
consisting also of Judge Van Brunt, Henry H. 
Anderson, John H. Van Antwerp, Gen. Fitz 
Jolun Porter, John T. Agnew, Wilson G. Hunt, 
Gen. Robert L. Banks, F. Frederic Gunther, Dr. 
8. O. Vanderpoel, the family physician of the 
Hoffmans, and Frederick Taylor. The bJack 
cloth covering of the coffin was almost hidden 
with flowers. At the head lay a large wreath of 
ivy and palms. Cut reses were strewn over the 
foot, while from the centre rose a glistening 
bunch of lilies. The heavy silver handles of 
the coffin gleamed beneath this pass of fragrance 
and beauty. - 

Bishop Potter conducted the main service. 
The voices of the choir blended sweetly in the 
hymns “Art thou weary, art thou languid?” and 
“Tt would not live alway.” When the service 
was over, Gen. Banks supported Mrs. Hoffinan 
to her carriage. The procession moved without 
delay to the Grand Central Station, where a 
special train was tuken for Sing Sing for burial. 

At Sing Sing the body was placed in a hearse, 
and in the procession which fullowed it were the 
President and Board of Trustees of the village, 
the Board of Town Officers, and friends of the 
family. At Dale Cemetery the body was buried 
in the Hoffman family plot. 
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A VETERAN DETECTIVE DEAD. 

Holly C. Lyon, a veteran detective, who 
was retired last year as a sexagenarian, dfed 
early yesterday morning at 298Sumner-avenue, 
Brovklyn, ef heart trouble and pneumonia. He 
had a wonderful memory of important criminal 
events and methods, and his acquaintance with 


all thieves who were above mediocrity made 

him of great value to Inspector Byrnes. He was 

@ policeman in 1848, and is recorded on the books 

of the present department as having joined the 

force in 1858. Next year he was a detective in 

the Seventh Precinct, and he was soon busy as 

a staif detective. Oneof his best exploits was 

the arrest of the Masked Robbers Conroy, 

Kelly, Reilly, Griffin, Campbell,’ Brady, and 

Burns in 1874. The following year an Adams 

Express Company's safe was stolen and through 

his efforts the thieves were caught and $56,000. 
in bonds und money were recovered in a cellar 
in Nassau-street. Lyon was shrewd and his 

judgment was excellent. On June 11,1879, be was 

among the firat toenter a room at 140 West 
Forty-second-street, where lay murdered Mra 

Jane L. De Forest Hull, the wife of Dr. Alonzo 
G. Hull. Lyon went to the bed on which the 
body lay, looked at the knots on the linen which 
bound her, and, turning away, exclaimed: 

*“‘Humph, granny knots. A nigger’s work, mark 
my words.” On July 16, 1880, Cnastine Cox, 
a colored man, was hanged for the crime, which 
he confessed,

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DEATH OF MRS, LOZIER. - 


HER CAREER AS A LEADER AMONG 
WOMEN PHYSICIANS. 

Mrs, Clemence Sophia Harned Lozier, M. 
D., Dean of the New-York Medical College and 
Hospital for Women, died suddenly on Thurs-; 
day evening at her home, 108 West Forty-eightn-' 
street. She was the pioneer in the movement 
for the medical education of woman, and, in her 
death, the institution founded by her efforts 
loses a most valuable and energetic Director. 
Two years ago Mrs. Lozier was attacked with 
angina pectoris, but she recovered and had not 
had a severe recurrence of the trouble until 
Thuraday night. It was of this that shedied. _ 

Mrs. Lozier was born at Plainfield, N. J., on 
Dec. 11, 1813, and was the youngest of 13 
children, In 1814 hor parentscameto New- 
York, where she has lived ever since, with the 
exception of a few years. In 1828 she married 
Abraham W. Lozier, an architect, and, his health 
failing, she established a school for young 
ladies, which she conducted for 11 years. From 


her mother she had inberited a strong likin 
for medicine, and during this time she rea 


. widely upon this subject under the direction of 


her brother, Dr. William Harned, and intro- 
duced into herschool studies on physiology, 
anatomy, and hygiene. Five years after the 
death of her husband Mrs. Lozier went to 
Albany. where she was at the head of a private 
schoo! for tive years. This she abandoned to 
secure a medical education. In 1849 she at- 
tended a course of lectures at the Central New- 
York College in Rochester, and afterward en- 
tered the Syracuse Eclectic Coliege, from which 
in 1853 she wus graduated, receiving the degree 
of M. D. and taking the highest honors of her 
elass, She returned to New-York and begun 
immediately to practice her profession. Her 
services were demanded widely and her prac- 
tice grew very remunerative. In her best days, 
it is said, her income was over $20.000 a year. 

From 1860 to 1863 Mrs. Lozier gave @ series 
of private lectures to ladies on hygiene at her 
own residence, the outcome of which course of 
lectures was the forination of a ladies’ medical 
library association, and this, in 1863, was 
merged into a medical cvuilege association. 
This last took form, through ber efforts, in the 
New-York Medical College and Hospital tor 
Women. 

Two years ago delicate health required Dr. 
Lozier to relinquish a part of her practice, and 
since then she bas directed her efforts to tho 
evfranchisement of womén. She was an _in- 
timate friend of Susan B. Anthony, Mre. Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton, and other well-known woman 
suffragists. lu recognition of her work the womeu 
of New-York, in December, 1886, gave her a re- 
ception at the Park-Avenue Hotel. Her last 
public act was to pin the Lozier Gold Medal, 
given by herself, upon the breast of Miss A. 
Lenora White, one of the graduating physicians 
from the college, last Thursday. 

The funeral will be held at 3 o’clock on Sun- 
day afternoon at the Central Methodist Ents- 
copal Church in Fourteenti-street and Seventh- 
avenue. There will be present members frqm 
the Homeopathic County Medical Society, the 
Faculty of the New-York Medical College and 
Hospital for Women, the Alumni Asgociation of 
that college, and the New-York City Suffrage 
League. The burial will be at Greenwooa 
Cemetery. She leaves one son, Dr. Abram W. 
Lozier, of 339 West Forty-sixtn-street. 
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THE LION PARK LICENSE. 
Mayor Hewitt yesterday gave a hearing 
on thé application of Louis Wendel, who was a 
member of the “boodle”’ Board of Aldermen of 
1884, for a renewalof the concert license for 
Lion Park, at Ninth-avenue and One Hundred 
and Ninth-street. Mr. Wendel presented a 


petition in favor of the granting of the license 
signed by Superintendent Schmitt of the Lion 
Brewery, Superintendent Heine, of the Home 
for Aged Hebrews, anda number of other resi- 
dents of the neighborhood. The opposing prop- 
erty owners eubmitted a protest against the 
license being granted, signed by Frank Fish, 
W. H. Ebbett, H. D. Mills, George W. Stokes, 
andcthers. The Cancer Hospital managers also 
opposed the application. It was argued by the 
opposing property owners that men got drunk 
in Lion Park and made night hideous in the 
neighborhood. Late at night the people who 
trequented the place were very boisterous, and 
caused great annoyance to quiet persons using 
the eleveted railroad and the horse cars which 
vere near by. 

Mr. Wendel said that his place was a quiet and 
an orderly place; that he gave the police no 
trouble; that some of the most reputable Ger- 
mans in the city frequented the park, and thut 
many church and benevolent societies used the 
grounds for picnics. He said that the same 
charges bad been brought against the park a 
year before, und that at that time Mayor Hewitt 
hau concluded that there was nothing in them. 
“Why,” concluded the ex-Aiderman, ‘‘some of 
the men who have talked here about men being 
made drunk in my park, go howe two or three 
nights in the week paralyzed drunk.” 

The protesting property owners became ex- 
cited at Mr. Wendel’s remarks and culled upon 
him to make affidavit to what he had said. ‘Che 
ex-Alderman replied that he was responsible for 
his statements and would stand by them. 

The Mayor stupped any further argument by 
saying that he would devide the case Monday.
